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Grade  Crossings. 

On  this  very  important  question  we  are  pleased  to 
report  that  all  the  details  have  been  worked  out,  the 
report  of  the  commission  has  been  filed  with  the  Stiperior 
Court,  the  Railroad  Commissioners  have  given  their  ap- 
proval to  the  plans  and  have  sanctioned  and  allowed  the 
expenditure  of  the  necessary  sum  of  money  to  do  the 
work,  and  we  can  see  no  good  reason  why  this  great 
work,  described  by  a former  Board  of  Selectmen  as  a 
“matter  more  vitally  affecting  and  overshadowing  the 
prosperity  of  our  town  than  anything  which  perhaps 
the  town  within  its  history  has  ever  considered  and  de- 
termined,” will  not  be  begun  this  coming  spring. 

The  above  quotation  was  written  in  1893.  How  much 
greater  is  the  need  to-day,  with  a large  increase  in  popu- 
lation, in  business  and  in  wealth? 

When  completed,  we  are  assured  from  the  plans  we 
have  seen,  and  what  we  have  learned  from  citizens  of 
other  cities  and  towns  where  the  crossings  at  grade  have 
been  abolished,  although  the  cost  will  be  considerable, 
that  no  one  in  our  community  will  begrudge  the  cost 
when  they  take  into  consideration,  first,  that  the  great 
danger  to  human  life  has  been  eliminated,  second,  that  as 
a matter  of  convenience  and  saving  of  time,  at  Pleasant, 
Park,  Mill  and  South  Main  streets,  if  it  could  be  esti- 
mated in  dollars  and  cents,  will  more  than  repay  the 
cost  to  the  people  of  our  town. 

In  this  report  we  can  give  only  the  briefest  outline  of 
what  will  be  done,  but  all  the  crossings  at  grade  in  our 
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town  will  be  abolished,  commencing  at  what  is  known  as 
the  Fisherville  Crossing. 

We  next  come  to  Starkey  Avenue:  that  crossing  has 
been  allowed  to  be  boarded  up  for  more  than  a dozen 
years.  At  this  place  then  will  be  a crossing,  a good 
street  made  that  will  connect  with  Holden  Street,  a 
great  advantage  to  all  who  wish  to  travel  from  one  side 
of  our  town  to  the  other.  On  this  bridge  will  be  a 
bolted  sidewalk  for  the  convenience  of  travellers  on  foot. 

The  same  plan  will  be  carried  out  at  Olive  street  (so 
called),  formerly  known  as  West  Maple  street,  and  will 
be  of  the  greatest  convenience  to  all  who  wish  to  cross 
in  that  section  of  our  town. 

At  Park  street  there  will  be  two  forty-foot  arches,  with 
a solid  support  of  masonry  in  the  centre,  thereby  giving 
the  travelling  public  an  uninterrupted  way  of  travel 
across  this,  our  principal,  and  perhaps  most  dangerous 
crossing.  This  will  be  accomplished  by  a stone  bridge. 

The  passenger  station  will  be  located  on  a portion 
of  the  vacant  lot  owned  by  Mr.  J.  M.  Bates,  and  we  are 
assured  by  the  railroad  company  that  this  station  when 
built  will  be  one  of  beauty  and  convenience,  and  such  a 
one  as  any  of  our  citizens  way  well  be  proud  of. 

A smaller  station  will  be  built  where  the  freight  house 
now  stands, at  South  Main  Street.  An  iron  bridge  will 
be  built.  The  bridge  at  Pleasant  Street  will  be  of  iron. 
We  have  laborer  earnestly  and  to  the  best  of  our  ability, 
ably  assisted  at  all  times  by  our  attorney,  James  M. 
Hallowell,  Esq.,  and  Mr.  Charles  E.  Allen,  our  efficient 
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engineer,  and  have  got  the  very  best  possible  arrange- 
ment we  could  for  the  town  and  we  believe  that  wdien 
this  great  work  is  accomplished  it  will  receive  the  ap- 
proval of  all  our  citizens. 

As  it  will  be  a permanent  arrangement  and  improve- 
ment we  see  no  reason  why  future  tax  payers  should  not 
pay  a portion  of  the  cost. 

Sidewalks. 

We  -would  renew  our  suggestion  of  last  year  for  a 
liberal  appropriation  for  side-walks,  also  that  the  appro- 
priation for  re-dressing  old  concrete  walks  be  continued. 

Street  Sprinkling. 

The  past  season  the  work  -was  performed  in  a very 
satisfactory  manner,  very  few  complaints  wrere  made, 
and  many  wrords  of  praise  were  said  in  regard  to  the 
manner  the  w^ork  was  done. 

Mr.  Richard  D.  Manchester  and  Mr.  Arthur  Par- 
menter,  each  with  two  horses,  were  engaged,  and  to- 
gether with  the  Fire  Department  permanent  men  and 
horses  did  all  the  work. 

At  this  time  wTe  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
citizens  and  tax  payers  to  the  practice  heretofore  ad- 
hered to  of  employing  the  Fire  Department  horses  and 
men  on  this  work.  They  can  earn  at  most  only  about 
$700  per  season  and  we  all  know  how  quickly  ten  times 
that  amount  can  be  lost  in  the  early  stages  of  a fire. 
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We  not  only  take  great  risks  by  having  our  fire  horses 
away  from  the  station,  but  if  the  alarm  is  sounded  on  a 
dry  windy  day  in  summer,  as  it  often  is,  the  horses  have 
to  go  full  speed  to  the  station  from  wherever  they  may 
be  at  the  time,  drawing  a heavy  watering  cart,  then 
hitched  to  the  apparatus  and  a hasty  run  made  to  the 
fire.  This  is  liable  to  spoil  the  horses,  and  at  the  same 
time  the  citizens  are  deprived  of  the  benefits  derived 
from  the  street  sprinkler  for  the  balance  of  that  day. 

We  consider  it  a question  of  doubtful  expediency  to 
continue  this  custom  any  longer,  and  would  recommend 
that  the  voters  take  this  view  of  the  matter  under  con- 
sideration when  the  appropriation  is  made  for  the  Fire 
Department  expenses. 

Soldiers’  Relief. 

The  amount  of  money  necessary  to  furnish  relief  to  the 
needy  veteran  soldier  and  his  dependents  did  not  vary 
much  from  the  preceding  year.  While  a few  have  died, 
others  from  necessity  have  been  obliged  to  call  for  assist- 
ance and  we  have  endeavored  to  help  all  needy  appli- 
cants. 


Police  Department. 

We  are  still  the  banner  town  in  the  Commonwealth  in 
regard  to  the  small  police  force. 

The  habits  and  character  of  our  people  are  such  that 
a large  police  force  is  not  necessary. 

While  there  may  be  an  occasional  need  for  an  extra 
police  force,  we  are  as  free  from  crime  of  every  kind  as 
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any  town  of  our  population  in  the  State,  many  of  which 
pay  five  times  as  much  as  we  do  for  police  protection. 

During  the  past  year  Mr.  Arthur  F.  Gaffney  and  Mr. 
Franklin  H.  Bonney  have  been  the  night  patrolmen,  and 
they  have  given  excellent  satisfaction,  no  complaint 
whatever  has  been  made  in  regard  to  them.  The  streets 
have  been  kept  quiet  and  orderly.  The  people  have 
respected  and  obeyed  them,  without  resorting  to  any 
loud  and  boisterous  arguments. 

Thomas  Gilroy  has  acted  as  Sunday  patrolman  during 
the  year  and  has  made  an  efficient  and  obliging  officer. 

We  would  recommend  that  one  more  officer  be  em- 
ployed at  the  same  salary  as  now  paid,  and  that  he  act 
as  a day  patrolman,  as  there  are  many  times  when  an 
efficient  officer  will  be  of  great  value  in  ridding  our 
streets  of  obnoxious  persons,  and  violators  of  our  town 
by-laws.  These  men,  together  with  the  help  they  can 
receive  from  the  special  officers  and  sheriffs,  ought  to  be 
sufficient  for  the  coming  year. 


Street  Lighting.

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These  lights  are  all  obtained  from  the  Attleboro  Steam 
& Electric  Company,  who  have  endeavored  at  all  times 
to  give  the  town  good  service,  and  on  the  whole  we 
have  no  reason  to  complain,  as  the  company  have  at 
all  times  shown  a disposition  to  try  to  remedy  any 
cause  of  complaint  within  their  power  so  to  do,  but 
electricity  is  a new  commodity,  and  but  little  understood 
by  the  general  public. 

Another  cause  of  complaint  is  the  lighting  of  the 
lamps  on  the  so  called  “moon  schedule,”  which,  if  fol- 
lowed closely,  deprives  the  town  of  lights  on  many 
nights  when  the  moon  is  of  little  or  no  value  for  light- 
ing purposes.  Mr.  Edward  Tregoning,  the  superintedent 
of  the  company,  I am  pleased  to  state,  has  informed  the 
Board  that  the  lights  will  be  put  on  when  necessary, 
and  to  give  the  town  the  benefit  of  the  doubt  in  all  cases. 
Wherever  the  lights  have  been  placed  they  have  been 
greatly  appreciated  by  all,  and  we  would  recommend  a 
liberal  appropriation  for  this  department,  believing  that 
the  more  lights  we  have  on  our  streets,  the  less  crime 
will  be  committed. 

Thacher  Brook  Drain. 

This  drain  will  eventually  be  the  means  of  draining 
the  whole  easterly  side  of  our  town,  for  when  the  grade 
crossing  drainage  reache-s  Forest  Street  it  is  provided 
that  the  drainage  shall  be  at  the  proper  grade  to  connect 
with  Thacher  Brook  Drain. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  walls  be  brought  to  the 
proper  height  and  that  the  drain  be  covered  with  plank, 
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beginning  at-Park  Street  and  continuing  in  a northerly 
direction  the  length  of  Brook  Street. 

This  is  a narrow  street  and  by  putting  the  sidewalk 
over  the  drain  we  will  have  a wider  street  than  it  would 
be  possible  to  obtain  in  any  other  way. 

By  having  the  drain  covered  it  will  prevent  it  from 
being  filled  or  clogged  by  papers  and  all  other  kinds  of 
rubbish  that  is  now  thrown  or  blown  into  it. 

Current  and  Incidental  Expenses. 

As  our  town  increases  and  expands  in  every  direction, 
it  is  but  natural  to  believe  and  expect  that  the  expenses 
incurred  that  are  absolutely  necessary  in  this  depart- 
ment must  necessarily  be  larger. 

In  looking  back  we  find  that  the  same  amount,  $10,000, 
was  appropriated  in  1897  as  was  last  year.  As  all 
expenses  incurred  and  payment  for  which  is  not  other- 
wise provided  for,  comes  to  this  fund  for  payment,  we 
recommend  a slight  increase  in  this  appropriation.

Apparatus. 


The  aparatus  of  the  department  consists  of  one 
two-horse  hook  and  ladder  truck  with  300  feet  of  ladders 
and  fully  equipped  with  all  necessary  tools;  one  two- 
horse  combination  hose  and  chemical  wagon,  fully 
equipped ; one  two-horse  hose  wagon,  fully  equipped ; 
one  supply  wagon,  and  4,600  feet  of  hose  in  good  .con- 
dition, located  in  the  centre  of  the  town ; one  one-horse 
hose  wagon,  600  feet  of  hose,  and  all  necessary  tools  in 
good  condition,  located  at  the  Farmers;  one  four-wheel 
hose  reel,  850  feet  of  hose  in  good  condition  and  one 
two-horse  hook  ond  ladder  truck  in  good  condition  lo- 
cated at  South  Attleboro ; one  four-wheel  hose  reel,  700 
feet  of  hose  in  fair  condition,  located  at  Hebronville ; one 
hand  reel,  600  feet  of  hose,  located  at  St.  Jean  Plat;  one 
hand  reel,  400  feet  of  hose,  located  at  Briggs  Corner;  one 
democrat  wagon,  located  in  the  centre  of  the  town. 
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Horses. 

The  department  has  seven  horses,  five  at  the  Union 
street  and  two  at  the  South  Main  street  house,  in  good 
condition. 


Harnesses. 

The  department  has  five  sets  of  double  harnesses, 
two  used  on  the  watering  carts,  one  used  by  Hose  Com- 
pany No.  i,  one  on  the  hook  and  ladder  truck,  and  one  by 
Hose  Company  No.  2 ; two  sets  of  single  harnesses,  one 
used  by  Hose  Company  No.  3 at  Farmers,  the  other 
used  on  the  spare  horse  at  the  Union  street  station,  all  in 
good  condition. 

Fire  Alarm. 

The  Gamewell  fire  alarm  system  is  in  use  and  in 
good  working  order.  It  consists  of  the  following  ap- 
paratus : Two  steam  gongs,  one  at  the  pumping  station 
at  South  Attleboro  and  one  at  the  electric  light  station 
located  at  the  Farmers;  three  bells,  one  on  South  Main 
street,  one  near  Pleasant  place,  one  on  Hose  No.  4 house, 
South  Attleboro;  one  striker  located  on  the  church  at 
Hebronville;  indicator  at  Hose  No.  1,  one  at*  Hose  No.  2, 
one  at  Hose  No.  5;  13  tappers  used  in  the  shops  and  by 
members  of  the  Fire  Department;  41  fire  alarm  boxes 
owned  by  the  town ; one  private  box  owned  by  the 
Interstate  Street  Railway  Company;  about  40  miles  of 
wire,  and  all  the  necessary  tools  for  keeping  the  same 
in  repair. 
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Houses. 

The  department  houses  are  located  as  follows : South 
Main  street  house  occupied  by  Hose  Company  No.  I ; 
Union  street  house  occupied  by  Hook  and  Ladder  Com- 
pany No.  i and  Hose  Company  No.  2 ; the  house  at 
Farmers  occupied  by  Hose  Company  No.  3;  the  house  at 
South  Attleboro  occupied  by  Hook  and  Ladder  No.  2 
and  Hose  Company  No.  4;  the  house  at  Hebronville 
occupied  by  Hose  Company  No.  5. 

Permanent  Improvements. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  put  a heater  in  the 
Farmers  Hose  House,  painted  the  Hebronville  Hose 
House  and  bought  four  fire  alarm  boxes  located  as 
follows:  one  at  the  corner  of  Thacher  and  County 
streets,  one  at  Sanford  street,  one  at  South  Attleboro  and 
one  at  Forest  street ; bought  500  feet  of  hose,  had  Hook 
and  Ladder  truck  painted  and  purchased  12  firemen’s 
coats  for  the  use  of  the  firemen.

I have  tested  and  sealed  three  thousand,  two 
hundred  and  fifty-six  milk  jars  and  if  allowed  the  same 
fee  that  the  law  allows  for  other  measures  it  would 
amount  to  ninety-seven  dollars  and  sixty-eight  cents, 
and  all  I have  received  for  all  of  my  services  is  one 
hundred  dollars.

Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Cattle, 
Provisions  and  Milk. 


To  the  Selectmen  of  Attleborough : 

Gentlemen : 

In  my  third  annual  report  as  Inspector  of  Cattle* 
Provisions  and  Milk,  I can  say  I made  a thorough  in- 
spection of  the  horned  cattle  and  swine  in  town  in 
October  and  at  that  time  found  all  in  a healthy  condition 
with  two  exceptions. 

During  the  year  I have  quarantined  five  cows  under 
suspicion  of  having  the  disease  known  as  tuberculosis 
and  upon  examination  by  State  veterinarians  they  were 
all  found  diseased  and  killed. 

I have  quarantined  two  horses  during  the  year  under 
suspicion  of  having  the  disease  known  as  glanders.  One 
was  immediately  shot,  the  other  one  was  released  after 
being  in  quarantine  30  days. 

Visits  have  been  made  to  171  stables  where  879 
cows,  two  oxen,  157  young  cattle,  19  bulls  and  637  swine 
were  examined. 

I have  inspected  and  released  nearly  200  cows 
brought  into  the  State,  nearly  all  by  Frank  A.  Cummings. 

There  has  been  some  complaint  and  considerable  talk 
this  year  that  there  was  undoubtedly  a preservative  being 
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used  by  two  or  three  of  the  most  prominent  milk 
dealers. 

Several  samples  were  sent  to  Boston  by  different 
parties  which  were  analyzed  by  State  Inspector  Davis, 
who  said  they  were  all  right  and  the  milk  pure.

Annual  Report  of  the  Park 
Commissioners. 


Your  Board  of  Park  Commissioners,  consisting  of 
Capt.  Edw.  Caufy,  Mr.  Chas.  E.  Bliss,  and  Mr.  Chas.  M. 
Robbins,  held  their  first  meeting  on  April  9th,  at  the 
office  of  the  Park  Commissioners,  in  the  Casino  building, 
when  Chas.  M.  Robbins  was  chosen  President ; Chas.  E. 
Bliss,  Secretary  and  Treasurer;  and  Capt.  Edw.  Caufy, 
Superintendent  of  Capron  Park. 

During  the  year  we  have  graded  and  inproved  some 
six  acres  of  Capron  Park,  fronting  on  County  street,  and 
extending  around  to  the  West  end  of  the  Park,  as 
far  as  the  pine  grove,  and  we  have  planted  several 
elm  trees,  besides  improving  the  Park,  in  and 
about  the  Casino  in  various  ways.  We  purchased 
a line  of  hose  for  sprinkling  the  lawn ; a lawn 
mower ; four  settees,  to  be  used  on  the  porticoes 
of  the  Casino  building ; an  ample  lot  of  laborer’s 
tools,  and  we  built  a small  portable  tool  house ; put  four 
tons  of  coal  in  the  cellar  of  the  Casino,  for  the  purpose 
of  keeping  the  building  warm  enough  to  defend  it  from 
frost.  We  placed  hitching  posts  in  front  of  the  building, 
also  cemented  the  cellar  walls,  to  prevent  water  from 
flowing  in  when  the  freshets  come. 
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We  reiterate  what  our  predecessors  stated,  to  wit: — 
That,  if  the  town  will  appropriate  a sum  of  money,  much 
larger  than  $2,000.00,  the  work  on  the  Park  can  be 
hastened,  and  the  town  can  eventually  save  money  by  it. 

We  herewith  append  a statement  of  our  expen- 
ditures.

Annual  Report  of  the  Overseers 
of  the  Poor, 


The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  herewith  submit  their 
annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1903. 

March  10  the  Board  met  and  arganized  by  electing 
B.  P.  King,  Chairman;  A.  M.  Everett,  Clerk;  and  G.  B. 
Fittz,  Visitor. 

* The  saying  that  “ye  have  the  poor  with  you  always” 
being  true,  and  the  “Problem  of  the  Poor”  being  un- 
solved, we  commenced  to  investigate  such  cases  as  asked 
help,  and  to  aid  the  deserving;  also  to  look  after  the 
Farm. 

We  have  aided  directly  67  persons,  and  indirectly 
many  more  that  were  dependent  on  them.  We  usually 
aid  from  $1.50  to  $2.00  per  week,  giving  orders,  as  we 
do  not  have  money,  the  bills  being  paid  by  the  Town 
Treasurer. 

The  number  that  will  need  aid  is  likely  to  be  in- 
creased, as  the  wages  and  habits  of  many  of  the  working 
class  are  such  that  they  do  not  lay  by  much  money,  and 
when  they  are  sick  or  out  of  work,  the  Town  has  to  help 
them ; and  were  it  not  for  organized  charities  a larger 
appropriation  would  be  needed,  as  the  law  says  needy 
persons  shall  be  aided  by  the  towns. 
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Last  spring  we  changed  from  peddling  milk  to  sell- 
ing it  at  the  door. 

Since  the  great  enlargement  of  the  building  a few 
years  ago,  the  water  supply  has  been  gradually  failing, 
and  nearly  gave  out  altogether  early  in  the  winter.  As 
a permanent  supply  must  be  had  at  once,  we  thought 
it  best  to  try  by  boring  through  rock  for  a larger  supply. 
At  a depth  of  20  feet  there  is  a ledge  of  rock  for  a large 
area. 

As  we  did  not  succeed  in  finding  water  we  stopped 
to  see  what  measures  the  town  will  take  to  provide  water 
for  the  house  and  stock. 

The  weather  was  unfavorable  for  raising  hay  and 
fodder  for  the  cattle  and  horses  and  we  were  obliged  to 
buy  $250.00  worth  of  hay. 

Two  large  bills  for  aid  to  the  needy  which  had  been 
running  about  10  months,  amounting  to  nearly  $400.00, 
came  in  the  first  of  January. 

Last  year  $8.21  was  paid  for  coal,  as  they  burned 
wood  cut  from  the  farm.  This  year  $161.95  was  paid  for 
coal  used  at  the  almshouse. 

These  bills  amounting  to  nearly  $800.00,  together 
with  the  weather  conditions,  have  in  part  contributed  to 
make  the  overdraw  $1,668.88. 

As  a further  offset,  there  is  $426.21  due  from  cities, 
towns,  and  individuals,  and  for  milk. 

The  present  Superintendent  will  leave  in  March,  but 
we  have  engaged  a person  well  recommended ; and  we 
hope  with  good  weather  conditions  to  do  better. 
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At  present  there  are  two  paupers  in  the  almshouse. 
The  number  of  inmates  has  averaged  2 1-3  for  the  year. 
The  whole  cost  of  the  establishment  having  usually  been 
put  on  these,  it  would  make  it  cost  $14.96  per  week  for 
each  pauper. 

Notwithstanding  the  State  assumed  charge  of  the 
insane  January  1,  and  will  send  no  more  bills  to  the 
Overseers  of  the  Poor,  yet  in  consideration  of  the  popu- 
lation having  nearly  doubled  since  1888,  and  there  has 
been  no  increase  in  the  appropriation,  we  recommend 
that  the  appropriation  remain  the  same  as  last  year,  and 
then  it  will  be  much  less  than  the  cost  of  taking  care  of 
the  poor  in  many  other  towns. 

We  make  this  general  statement, leaving  such  further 
explanation  as  may  be  desired,  to  be  made  at  the  meet- 
ing of  the  town.

MINORITY  REPORT. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Attleboro: 

Finding  myself  unable  to  fully  agree  with  the  report 
presented  by  the  majority  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  of 
the  Poor,  I feel  obliged  to  make  a minority  report. 

The  financial  statement  presented  agrees  with  the 
Town  Treasurer’s  books  and  I accept  them  as  presented. 
I do  not  agree  with  the  statement  accompanying  the 
figures,  as  there  is  no  explanation  or  reasons  given  to 
fully  account  for  the  excessive  overdraft. 

That  there  is  a gradual  increase  in  the  demands  upon 
this  Department  cannot  be  denied ; it  is  but  reasonable  to 
expect  it  as  our  town  is  growing  rapidly  in  population. 
I fail,  however,  to  recall  any  emergency  that  has  arisen 
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during  the  past  year  that  could  account  for  the  large 
increase  of  expenses.  We  must  look  in  another  direction’ 
for  some  of  the  reasons. 

As  early  as  it  was  possible  after  the  organization  of 
the  Board  last  year,  a much-talked-of  plan  of  one  of  the 
members  cf  the  Board  was  brought  forward  for  action, 
and  without  much  delay  the  only  source  of  revenue,  the 
milk  route,  was  sacrificed,  and  up-to-date  farming  was  to 
take  its  place.  No  effort  was  made  to  sell  the  route  when 
there  were  two  or  three  men  ready  to  buy,  if  they  had 
only  known  it  was  for  sale,  for  $100.00  or  more.  Ar- 
rangements were  at  once  perfected  whereby  the  milk  was. 
to  be  sold  at  the  Farm,  thereby  cutting  down  the  revenue 
about  one-half. 

The  net  revenue  from  that  source  in  1902  was 
$1,563.00,  this  year,  1903,  $1,323.98,  a difference  of 
$239.00.  Five-hundred  dollars  of  this  amount  was  re- 
ceived the  first  three  months  of  the  year  before  a change 
was  made,  and  if  the  route  had  been  continued  the  twelve 
months  instead  of  three,  allowing  for  shrinkage,  it  would 
be  about  $1,800.00 — a less  of  $476.02. 

The  farming  project  caused  a needless  outlay  of 
$163.43  and  was  a failure.  The  method  of  getting  at  it 
interfered  with  plans  already  laid,  to  the  extent  of  a loss, 
of  a crop  of  fodder  for  the  cattle.  That  called  for  the 
purchase  of  a substitute  to  the  tune  of  $196.00  for  hay, 
making  a total  expense  of  $835.45,  which,  taken  from  the 
overdraft  of  $1,664.88,  leaves  $829.43.  I believe  if  the 
milk  business  could  have  been  increased  instead  of  being 
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crippled,  we  would  have  in  the  near  future  made  the 
place  nearly  self-sustaining. 

It  is  easy  to  see  that  some  plan  must  be  arranged 
to  produce  an  income  of  some  sort  to  help  out  with  the 
expenses  and  it  is  hoped  that  some  rational  method  may 
be  introduced  whereby  something  may  be  raised  on  the 
Farm,  as  hay,  fodder,  etc.,  to  keep  the  stock  if  nothing 
more. 

We  have  hired  a new  man,  Mr.  Nelson  Hagar,  of 
Upton,  Mass.,  who  has  had  experience  in  farming  as  well 
as  in  handling  cattle.  Mr.  Luther  and  wife,  who  have 
cared  for  the  Farm  and  Almshouse  for  twelve  years, 
leave  us  this  year  and  go  to  a home  of  their  own  not  far 
away,  where  it  is  hoped  success  and  comfort  await  them. 
That  they  have  been  faithful  stewards  these  many  years, 
is  of  itself  evident  from  the  length  of  continuous  service. 

The  Town  Farm,  notwithstanding  its  cost,  has 
proved  itself  to  be  a necessity.  It  is  liable  any  day  to  be 
needed  in  excess  of  its  value. 

Beginning  with  the  first  of  the  year,  the  new  law, 
whereby  the  State  takes  charge  of  the  insane,  becomes 
operative.  That  relieves  the  department  of  that  part  of 
the  usual  expense.  I hope  that  the  town  will  not  in  con- 
sidering its  appropriations  cut  this  department  because 
of  that  fact,  but  will  give  us  the  regular  amount, 
$5,000.00,  which  I recommend  appropriated. 

The  doctors  who  attend  the  town  poor  do  not  receive 
a proper  compensation.  The  appropriation  of  $300.00  is 
the  same  as  when  the  population  was  many  hundreds 
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less.  I would  recommend  an  increase  this  year  to 
$500.00,  making  a total  of  $5,500.00  for  the  Pauper  De- 
partment. This  town  would  be  the  gainer  if  the  custom 
of  having  a Town  Physician  were  adopted.  Please  think 
it  over. 

There  is  one  more  matter  of  which  I wish  to  speak. 
The  question  of  procuring  a supply  of  water  for  the 
Town  Farm  has  become  very  evident.  The  well  gave 
out  entirely,  early  in  the  winter,  and  all  through  the 
coldest  weather  water  had  to  be  brought  from  Dodge- 
ville  to  supply  both  the  house  and  barn.  To  meet  the 
needs,  as  the  majority  report  refers  to,  it  was  decided  to 
bore  a well,  but  thus  far  without  success.  We  desire  to 
present  the  matter  to  the  voters  at  the  annual  Town 
Meeting  and  ask  for  instructions  as  to  what^shall  be 
done  further  in  the  matter.  In  the  meantime,  water  has 
returned  to  the  old  well,  but  whether  to  last  or  not,  time 
can  only  settle. 

And  now  in  closing  I wish  to  say  that  I believe 
public  business  should  be  open  to  the  people  and  I have 
presented  the  matters  in  hand  plainly  and  openly.

Report  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Public  Library. 


The  Trustees  of  the  Library  have  again  the  pleasure 
of  reporting  a continuance  of  the  phenomenal  use  and 
appreciation  of  the  Library  by  the  public. 

Despite  the  cramped  and  inconvenient  accommo- 
dations furnished,  the  number  who  freqent  the  library 
for  study,  and  reading  purposes  is  constantly  increasing, 
and  the  circulation  of  books  in  the  homes  of  the  people  is 
gratifyingly  large. 

And  yet  it  is  apparent  to  all  who  give  the  subject 
thought,  that  people  will  not  continue  to  endure  incon- 
veniences and  annoyances  when  making  use  of  the 
Library  for  purposes  of  study. 

For  such  students,  rooms  that  are  comfortable,  con- 
venient, and  quiet  are  a necessity  and  should  be  provided, 
and  failing  this,  the  highest  purposes  of  the  Library  are 
not  attained. 

Besides,  as  the  Librarian  states  in  her  report,  unless 
increased  accommodations  are  furnished,  the  purchase  of 
new  books  must  soon  cease,  for  utter  lack  of  shelf  room 
upon  which  to  place  them. 

This  brings  us  to  the  subject  that  has  been  upper- 
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most  in  the  minds  of  the  Trustees  during  the  past  year, 
the  immediate  necessity  of  a new  library  building. 

As  was  stated  in  the  last  annual  report,  and  as  is 
well  known  to  all,  through  the  munificence  of  Mr.  J.  L. 
Sweet,  a large  and  valuable  lot  was  given  to  the  town 
as  a site  for  a library  building. 

It  was  soon  apparent  that  the  raising  of  the  neces- 
sary building  fund  would  devolve  upon  the  Trustees,  and 
efforts  were  early  made  for  its  accomplishment.  Cir- 
cular appeals  were  sent  to  every  tax  payer  soliciting 
contributions,  but  the  responses  were  dissapointing. 

So,  early  in  January,  a public  meeting  was  held  in 
Watson’s  Hall,  called  by  the  Trustees  for  the  purpose 
of  conferring  with  all  citizens  interested,  and  to  hear 
such  suggestions  and  advice  as  might  be  offered. 

This  meeting,  though  small  in  numbers,  was  rich 
in  enthusiasm  and  before  it  was  adjourned  pledges  for 
more  than  $12,000.00  were  made  for  the  erection  of  a 
building  to  cost  $50,000.00.  This  meeting  thus  deter- 
mined the  manner  in  which  the  Trustees  must  proceed. 

Up  to  this  time  a doubt  had  existed  as  to  the  best 
course  to  pursue.  An  appeal  to  Mr.  Carnegie^seemed 
distasteful  and  in  a sense  humiliating  to  many ; the 
method  of  asking  the  town  to  appropriate  the  necessary 
amount,  would  take  away  the  opportunity  for  generous 
giving,  and  would  prevent  much  praiseworthy  interest 
and  enthusiasm  in  the  project;  and,  though  the  building 
if  erected  as  the  result  of  direct  taxation  would  be  a 
source  of  pride  to  all,  yet  it  would  lack  that  particularly 
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gratifying  feeling  that  would  come,  not  only  to  those  who 
freely  gave  for  its  erection,  but  would  be  shared  by  the 
generation  that  is  to  follow  us. 

A second  public  meeting  was  held  in  Armory  Hall, 
at  which  additional  pledges  were  made,  and  responses 
from  appeals  circulated  in  the  various  shops  in  town  were 
received,  and  in  this  way  the  cause  was  fairly  launched 
by  the  friends  of  the  Library. 

Since  these  meeting  were  held,  the  Trustees  have 
endeavored  by  personal  interviews  and  in  other  ways  to 
secure  additions  to  the  fund. 

As  the  year  closes,  they  can  report  that  pledges  to 
the  amount  of  $32,500.00  have  been  received  for  the 
erection  of  a $50,000.00  building,  and  more  than  $2,000.00 
have  been  paid  to  the  Treasurer  and  placed  on  deposit 
where  it  is  drawing  interest. 

Besides  the  efforts  thus  described,  the  Trustees  have 
considered  and  practically  decided  upon  the  plans  for  the 
interior  of  such  a building  as  the  Library  requires.  Other 
libraries  have  been  visited,  and  consultations  held  with 
architects,  and  with  men  who  have  made  a thorough 
study  of  the  modern  library  building. 

The  Trustees  appreciate  the  task  given  to  them  by 
their  fellow  citizens,  and  they  are  bound  to  see  it  ful- 
filled. Certainly  no  official  board  of  the  town  was  ever 
intrusted  with  a more  noble  and  worthy  project. 

The  present  generation  realizes  the  necessity  that 
exists  for  a building,  and  are  prepared  to  fully  appreciate 
it  when  it  is  secured,  while  the  coming  generations  will 
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ever  hold  in  grateful  regard  the  generosity  and  public 
spirit  of  their  fathers,  that  prompted  its  erection. 

Public  necessity  demands  a more  suitable  home  for 
the  Library  and  civic  pride  will  ensure  its  provision. 

In  the  next  annual  report  the  Trustees  intend  to  be 
able  to  state  that  the  necessary  funds  have  been  secured, 
plans  for  the  building  adopted,  and  its  erection  begun. 
Let  every  good  citizen  aid  in  accomplishing  this  object. 

The  accompanying  report  of  the  Librarian  is  well 
worthy  of  being  read  and  considered  by  all. 

The  manner  of  the  expenditure  of  the  money  appro- 
priated by  the  town  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Library 
during  the  year  1903  is  given  in  the  following  summary, 
and  a like  amount,  namely,  $2,750.00,  is  advised  as  the 
appropriation  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  item  of  $5.61  paid  to  the  Water  Department 
for  service  in  the  North  Main  street  house  was  inadver- 
tently placed  here,  but  in  the  future  such  bills  will  be  paid 
from  the  income  derived  for  the  rental  of  the  estate.

That  the  circulation  has  not  quite  equaled  that  of 


1902  is  not  surprising  when  we  remember  the  almost 
phenomenal  increase  of  that  year.  This  increase  was 
due  largely  to  an  effort  made  to  encourage  a more  general 
use  of  the  library  by  the  school  children. 

As  was  mentioned  in  our  last  report,  the  response  to 
our  efforts  was  much  greater  than  we  anticipated,  and 
we  are  not  surprised  that  as  the  novelty  wore  off,  a 
number  of  our  juvenile  readers  lost  some  of  their  enthus- 
iasm. This  in  a measure  accounts  for  the  difference  in 
circulation. 

In  fact  another  such  increase  could  scarcely  have 
been  met  by  the  library  force  under  existing  conditions. 
With  our  present  housing  there  is  no  place  for  an  extra 
assistant  to  work,  and  indeed  the  Librarian  herself  often 
has  difficulty  to  find  a corner  in  which  to  carry  on  her 
work. 

While  the  circulation  lacks  a few  hundred  of  what 
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it  was  last  year,  we  see  no  decrease  in  the  daily  work,  and 
each  day  the  value  of  that  work  is  growing. 

There  is  a constant  demand  for  information:  pupils 
spend  more  and  more  time  with  the  reference  books  and 
often  it  requires  the  time  of  one  person  the  greater  part 
of  the  afternoon,  to  supervise  and  direct  this  work. 

The  difficulty  of  carrying  on  such  work  in  a room 
filled  to  overflowing  with  children  just  released  from, 
school,  and  bubbling  over  with  spirits,  is  obvious. 

The  number  of  juvenile  bocks  has  been  considerably 
increased.  We  find  in  purchasing  books  for  the  children, 
that  a good  supply  of  duplicates  of  old  and  well  known 
stories  is  an  absolute  necessity. 

A tableful  of  new  bocks  has  not  the  attraction  for  the 
child  that  it  has  for  the  adult.  He  will  pass  it  by  with 
a casual  glance  and  go  straight  to  the  shelves  for  an  old 
favorite. 

One  day  a small  boy  brought  a book  to  the  desk 
which  we  happened  to  know  he  had  read  several  times. 
Upon  being  asked  why  he  did  not  take  one  he  had  not 
read,  he  replied,  “why  I know  this  one  is  good,  and  I 
don't  know  about  the  others.” 

Every  department  receives  a share  of  patronage  and 
particularly  the  reading  room.  For  the  coming  year  we 
have  added  to  our  already  large  list  of  magazines  The 
Scientific  American  Builder's  .Magazine.  The  Musical 
Courier.  The  House  Beautiful.  Life,  and  Judge.  We  have 
also  added  one  Chicago,  one  New  York  and  one  Wash- 
ington daily  paper. 
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The  usual  number  of  new  books  have  been  added 
both  for  circulation  and  reference. 

The  question  of  shelving  the  books  to  be  purchased 
the  coming  year  is  a question  yet  to  be  solved. 

In  closing  I wish  to  thank  my  assistants  for  their 
faithful  and  conscientious  help,  and  the  Trustees  for 
continued  interest  and  co-operation  in  the  work.

Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Health. 


To  the  citizens  of  Attleborough: 

In  compliance  with  the  statutes  of  the  Common- 
wealth,  the  Board  of  Health  respectfully  submits  its 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1903. 

Seventy  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  reported 
during  the  year,  twenty-one  of  which  were  scarlet  fever. 
Most  of  these  were  of  a mild  type,  there  being  but  one 
death.  In  this  case  the  type  was  of  a most  severe  charac- 
ter. 

In  the  month  of  February  a case  of  smallpox  was  re- 
ported on  Pleasant  street.  The  patient  was  removed 
immediately  to  the  house  for  infectious  diseases  and  the 
members  of  the  family  vaccinated.  Of  the  individuals 
who  had  come  in  contact  with  the  patient,  all  were  vac- 
cinated, except  one.  This  was  a woman,  who  positively 
refused  to  be  vaccinated.  While  it  was  in  the  power  of 
the  Board  to  compel  her  to  follow  the  law,  it  was  thought 
best  to  keep  her  from  going  to  the  shop  for  two  weeks. 

There  were  twelve  cases  of  typhoid  fever  reported, 
of  which  four  died.  The  cause  was  determined  in  four  of 
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these  cases,  being  due  to  the  family  using  water  from 
old  wells,  the  water  of  which,  on  examination  by  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  was  found  to  be  polluted. 

Diphtheria  was  reported  five  times,  with  no  deaths. 
Some  of  these  cases  were  very  severe,  and  undoubtedly 
their  recovery  was  due  to  the  use  of  antitoxin.  As  this 
is  furnished  free  by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  the  local 
Board  desires  to  emphasize  its  appreciation  of  the 
purity  of  this  material  and  of  the  fact  that  it  is  fur- 
nished free  to  every  one  suffering  from  the  disease,  and 
to  deprecate  any  attempt  to  take  the  manufacture  of 
antitoxin  out  of  the  hands  of  the  State  Board. 

We  also  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  town’s 
representatives  in  the  General  Court  to  the  fact  that  the 
State  Board  should  manufacture  the  vaccine  material 
for  the  use  of  the  State.  It  this  is  done,  the  price  of  the 
material  will  be  lower  than  it  now  is  and  its  manufac- 
ture will  not  fall  into  the  hands  of  a trust  that  will  in- 
crease its  price. 

Reference  to  the  table  on  page  139  will  show  that  no 
part  of  the  town  was  free  from  infectious  diseases.  In 
this  table  the  town  has  been  arbitrarily  divided,  taking 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  & Hartford  Railroad  as  a 
line  of  division.  According  to  this  table,  there  were 
eight  more  cases  west  of  the  railroad  than  on  the  east 
side. 

Most  of  the  cases  of  typhoid  fever  occurred  in 
habitations  which  were  connected  with  cesspools,  empha- 
sizing the  great  need  of  a complete  sewerage  system. 
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The  Board  has  taken  pains  to  refer  to  this  subject  for  the 
past  five  years.  Something  must  be  done,  and  done  soon, 
about  the  matter,  or  the  town  will  be  afflicted  with  an 
epidemic  of  some  kind.  Butler,  Penn.,  is  an  example 
that  should  warn  our  people. 

During  the  year  there  were  174  deaths.  Of  these, 
101  came  under  the  head  of  local  diseases,  that  is,  were 
due  to  disease  of  some  organ  of  the  body,  and  for  which 
there  is  no  known  prevention.  Cancer  of  the  various 
organs  claimed  14  cases,  while  there  were  18  cases  of 
consumption.  At  the  same  time  there  were  20  cases  of 
pneumonia.  Whether  any  or  none  of  these  cases  could 
have  been  prevented  is  a question. 

At  the  same  time  the  best  informed  medical  author- 
ities claim  that  these  diseases  are  often  contracted  from 
dried  sputum  being  inhaled,  which  has  been  expectorated 
by  individuals  suffering  from  those  diseases.  It  would 
be  a wise  precaution  if  the  town  would  make  a by-law 
prohibiting  expectoration  on  the  sidewalks  and  in  pub- 
lic places.  This  is  not  the  first  time  this  Board  has 
called  the  town’s  attention  to  the  matter. 

There  were  23  more  deaths  this  year  than  last,  and 
54  more  than  for  the  year  before.  The  increase  is  in  all 
probability  due  to  our  increase  in  population. 

In  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  a petition  was  received 
from  South  Attleborough  concerning  an  alleged  nuisance 
due  to  a swamp  in  front  of  the  habitations  on  Washing- 
ton street.  The  Board  visited  the  place  several  times, 
but  could  not  convince  itself  that  it  was  justified  in 
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interfering  at  the  present  time. 

Another  petition  was  received  from  the  same  locality- 
in  reference  to  the  carting  of  sewage  from  Rhode  Island 
into  the  State.  As  the  carts  carrying  the  sewage  had  to 
pass  but  two  houses  in  the  town  limits,  the  Secretary 
of  the  Board  instructed  the  carriers  to  convey  the  sewage 
in  air  tight  carts  and  bury  the  material  as  soon  as  emptied 
from  the  carts. 

Several  barns  where  cattle  are  kept  have  been  in- 
spected during  the  year,  most  of  which  were  found  to  be 
kept  in  a cleanly  condition.  One  or  two,  however,  were 
found  in  a very  filthy  state,  and  the  owners  were  advised 
that  if  their  barns  were  not  kept  clean  they  would  be 
prevented  from  selling  milk.  This  has  had  a good 
effect,  but  during  the  coming  year  these  inspection  will 
be  kept  up,  and  the  law  in  reference  to  this  matter  will 
be  enforced.  One  who  is  not  willing  to  keep  his  cattle 
well  and  clean  has  no  right  to  endanger  the  health  of 
his  patrons. 

One  complaint  was  received  concerning  a piggery  at 
Thurber’s  Crossing.  The  owner  was  told  to  clean  up 
the  place  and  make  it  more  wholesome.  It  would  be  a 
wise  move  if  the  town  would  give  the  Board  more 
authority  in  this  matter. 

The  plumbing  department  has  had  no  friction  of 
any  nature  this  year.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets. 


To  the  citizens  of  Attleborough : 

At  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men held  in  March,  Wm.  H.  Goff  resigned  his  position  as 
Superintendent  of  Streets.  In  order  that  the  spring 
cleaning  and  other  work  should  not  be  delayed,  I very 
reluctantly  consented  to  act  in  that  capacity  until  such 
a time  as  some  suitable  person  might  be  secured.  I 
have  continued  to  act  up  to  the  present  time  without 
compensation  therefor,  with  the  exception  of  one  month 
when  H.  R.  Smart  of  Lincoln,  R.  I.,  served. 

I at  once  appointed  the  Division  Superintendents  and 
work  was  commenced. 

South  Division. 

H.  A.  Smith  was  appointed  for  the  South  Division, 
and  he  has  performed  his  work  in  an  intelligent  manner 
and  to  the  perfect  satisfaction  of  the  citizens  of  the 
town. 

The  largest  job  done  by  Mr.  Smith  was  the  building 
of  Thacher  street.  This  street  has  been  almost  impass- 
able for  a long  time,  and  while  quite  a number  of  good 
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houses  were  being  built  and  occupied  the  street  remained 
the  same,  extremely  poor.  I decided  to  improve  it  and 
Mr.  Smith  was  authorized  to  go  ahead.  He  expended 
$636.79  on  this  street,  doing  as  much  work  as  could  be 
done  for  a thousand  dollars  in  other  sections  of  our 
town  where  road  material  is  scarce.  The  money  was 
well  invested,  and  a good  street  built  clear  through  to 
County  street,  a distance  of  nearly  3,000  feet. 

Other  work  in  this  division  may  be  summarized  as 
follows : 

Thurber  avenue  gravelled,  1,500  feet. 

Taunton  avenue  gravelled,  2,000  feet. 

Tiffany  street  gravelled,  1,000  feet. 

South  Main  street  gravelled,  2,000  feet. 

Reed  street  and  County  street  have  been  repaired, 
the  board  fence  in  Hebronville  has  been  rebuilt,  the 
catch  basins  have  been  cleaned  and  the  general  repairs 
made.  With  the  incidental  expenses,  there  was  expended 
$1,812.21  for  all  the  work  in  this  district. 

East  Division. 

This  is  a new  division  made  by  dividing  the  North 
Division  in  two.  The  new  district  has  about  nine  miles 
of  street  and,  as  some  of  it  must  be  a long  distance  from 
the  centre,  a waste  of  time  must  necessarily  occur  in 
travelling.  O.  S.  Thayer  of  Steere  street  was  appointed 
to  look  after  the  new  east  district.  Some  of  the  streets 
in  the  district  were  in  a very  poor  condition.  Steere 
street,  in  the  low  land  between  W.  O.  Armstrong’s  resi- 
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dence  and  Park  street,  was  one  of  the  poorest,  and  a 
horse  could  hardly  get  along  there  in  the  spring  of  the 
year.  We  hope  it  has  been  remedied  as  Mr.  Thayer 
scraped  the  centre  of  the  road,  placed  field  stone  to  the 
depth  of  over  a foot,  and  threw  good  material  over  them. 
It  seems  that  the  section  so  repaired  must  be  of  a lasting 
character. 

Other  streets  repaired  were  on  Bishop  street  and 
Pike  avenue.  This  avenue  runs  through  good  building 
land,  is  handy  to  both  steam  and  electric  cars,  and  I 
believe  if  a good  street  was  made  in  this  location  that 
many  would  build  thereon. 

The  sum  of  $636.08  was  expended  in  this  district. 

Mr.  Thayer  seems  to  have  a good  general  idea  of 
road  building,  being  a man  who  uses  the  roads  a great 
deal  with  his  teams.  I believe  that,  for  the  amount  ex- 
pended, he  has  given  good  returns. 

West  Division. 

The  West  Division  was  placed  in  charge  of  Robert 
W.  Sharkey,  who  has  done  the  general  repairs  to  the 
roads  in  the  district,  trimmed  the  brush  along  side  the 
road,  and  in  addition,  has  graded  and  gravelled  Deanville 
street  975  feet,  gravelled  North  avenue  530  feet,  West 
street  732  feet  and  Clifton  street  300  feet. 

He  has  moved  nearly  1,200  loads  of  poor  material 
and  put  495  loads  of  gravel  on  the  streets  in  his  district. 
This  was  Mr.  Sharkey’s  first  year  as  Superintendent,  but 
he  displayed  a willingness  to  do  his  duty  to  the  best  of 
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his  ability  and  has  some  good  work  to  show  as  the  result. 
He  expended  the  sum  of  $854.18  in  the  district. 

Southwest  Division. 

The  Southwest  Division  was  again  placed  in  charge 
of  Geo.  W.  Allen,  who  continues  to  do  good  work  and 
to  satisfy  the  majority  of  the  tax  payers  in  that  section 
of  the  town. 

The  following  work  was  done  in  the  district  during- 
the  year,  some  of  which  is  of  a permanent  nature  and 
reflects  credit  upon  the  Division  Superintendent : 

3,000  feet  of  good  gravel  street  was  made  on  the- 
Newport  road  from  the  drinking  fountain  to  the  residence- 
of  Geo.  F.  Knowles.  This  street  was  rolled  with  our 
steam  roller  and  has  been  pronounced  by  expert  road 
builders  to  be  a first  class  job. 

Highland  avenue  was  graded  and  gravelled  for  a. 
distance  of  1,000  feet. 

On  West  and  Read  streets  at  Orr’s  corner  the  grade 
was  changed.  One  hundred  and  twenty-five  yards  of" 
gravel  was  used  on  the  streets  and  83  yards  of  cinders - 
placed  on  sidewalks. 

On  Cumberland  avenue  the  road  was  gravelled,  a 
sidewalk  made  and  a guard  rail  put  up. 

May  street  was  graded  and  gravelled,  sidewalks  were  - 
built  and  trees  removed. 

Robinson  avenue  was  gravelled  for  a distance  of  " 
2,500  feet. 

At  St.  Jean  Village,  the  gutters  were  scraped  and?' 
sidewalks  were  gravelled  and  repaired. 
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The  brush  all  over  this  district  was  cut  and  burnt. 
The  total  number  of  loads  of  gravel  moved  was  2,495, 
•of  cinders  moved  was  112. 

The  total  expenditures  in  this  district  were 
;$2,345-6°- 


Sidewalks  and  Street  Cleaning. 

Charles  O.  Claflin  has  had  charge  of  the  street 
cleaning  and  sidewalk  work  in  general  throughout  the 
district.  A portion  of  the  time  he  had  two  assistants 
and  the  amount  of  work  accomplished  has  been  very 
satisfactory.  Early  in  the  season  the  gutters  were  given 
thorough  cleaning  and  it  was  decided  to  keep  them 
cleaner,  if  possible,  than  ever  before.  Mr.  Claflin  has 
built  sidewalks  on  the  following  named  streets :

Making  a total  of  16,744  feet  of  sidewalk  built  during 
the  season. 

He  has  also  moved  176  loads  of  stone  to  the  crusher,. 
90  loads  for  patching  streets,  1,670  loads  of  dirt,  560  loads 
of  ashes  for  sidewalks,  249  loads  of  ashes  dumped  in  yard 
and  215  loads  of  sand,  paving  stone  and  other  miscel- 
laneous material,  making  a total  of  2,960  loads  handled. 

Timothy  McCarthy  has  been  kept  at  work  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  Park  street,  and  the  result  has 
been  highly  satisfactory.  The  streets  and  crosswalks  that 
are  in  constant  use  get  littered  up  the  quickest,  and  by 
having  a man  with  cart  constantly  on  the  street  good 
results  must  be  obtained.  The  people  generally  were 
pleased  with  the  way  Park  street  and  adjoining  streets 
were  kept  this  season  and  both  Mr.  Claflin  and  Mr.. 
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McCarthy  did  their  work  faithfully  and  well.  The 
amount  expended  in  this  department  was  $1,530.54. 

There  has  also  been  3,911  feet  of  curbing  set  during 
the  season,  divided  as  follows :

J.  M.  Fisher  paid  one-half  the  cost  of  this  last  item. 

The  gutters  have  all  been  paved  and  good  sidewalks 
built  wherever  curbing  has  been  set. 

North  Division. 

The  North  (or  central)  Division  was  placed  in 
charge  of  Herbert  A.  Caswell,  who,  in  addition  to  being 
a good  road  builder,  is  a third-class  engineer,  thereby  en- 
abling him  to  run  the  stone  crushing  plant  and  the  steam 
road  roller,  consequently  saving  considerable  expense  to 
the  town  by  his  ability  in  these  directions. 

I decided  from  what  knowledge  I could  obtain  from 
observation,  and  from  all  other  sources,  to  use  as  much 
crushed  stone  as  possible,  and  as  little  worn  out  material 
for  road  building,  as  there  has  been  no  law  made  or 
method  discovered  to  prevent  worn  out  dirt,  when  mixed 
with  water,  from  becoming  mud,  and  mud  is  what  we 
are  trying  to  avoid.  With  so  many  of  our  citizens,  many 
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of  whom  pay  large  taxes,  interested  in  good  roads,  it 
is  only  right  that  we  should  endeavor  to  give  them  the 
best.  Owners  of  horses  and  carriages,  or  carriages  pro- 
pelled by  either  steam,  electricity  or  any  other  motive 
power  used  for  pleasure  or  business,  fully  realize  what 
good  streets  are  and  enjoy  riding  over  them.  I think 
the  streets  in  Attleborough  are  equal,  if  not  superior, 
to  many  found  in  the  adjoining  cities  and  towns. 

The  following  streets  have  been  macadamized  during

Thus  a total  of  6,790  feet  of  street  has  been  dressed 
with  good  gravel. 


Summer  Street. 

For  this  street  in  1902  an  appropriation  of  $100 
was  made,  but  no  work  was  done.  This  year  the  street 
has  been  graded  and  gravelled  for  the  length  of  950  feetr 
for  which  over  800  loads  of  stone  and  gravel,  taken  from 
S.  J.  Whitney’s  bank  were  used,  besides  the  many  loads 
moved  from  one  part  of  the  street  to  another  part  of  the 
same  street.  Sidewalks  were  built  on  both  sides,  mak- 
ing 1,900  feet  of  good  sidewalk. 


Horton  Street. 

There  was  a special  appropriation  of  $1,000  made 
at  the  March  meeting,  1903,  to  build  Horton  street. 
After  getting  estimates  from  different  contractors  to  do 
the  work,  I decided  to  do  the  work  with  our  own  men. 
The  street  was  carefully  surveyed  and  over  500  loads  of 
poor  material  was  removed  and  sold  and  1,081  loads  o£ 
gravel  was  used  in  the  construction,  making  a first  class, 
street,  and  one  we  believe  will  stand  for  a great  many- 
years. 
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Brook  Street  Extension. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  the  sum  of  $2,500  was 
appropriated  for  this  street.  The  street  was  laid  out 
by  the  Selectmen  and  no  land  damage  was  claimed  by 
any  party. 

Realizing  that  the  sum  of  $2,500  would  not  build 
the  street,  the  promoters  of  the  plan,  through  E.  A. 
Sweeney  and  C.  H.  Tappan,  acting  for  themselves  and 
others,  agreed  to  build  the  street  according  to  plans  and 
specifications  made  by  H.  F.*  Conant,  C.  E.,  providing 
the  Selectmen  would  allow  the  appropriation  to  be  paid 
to  them. 

This  was  agreed  upon  and  the  street  is  nearly  com- 
pleted and  no  doubt  would  have  been  wholly  had  it  not 
been  for  the  early  and  severe  cold  weather. 

The  new  street  begins  at  Park  street  and  runs  in  a 
southerly  direction  to  Maple  street  and  will  cost  when 
completed  about  $6,000. 

In  addition  to  street  work  already  described,  the 
Highway  Department  teams  have  carted  from  the  banks 
nearly  700  loads  of  stone  to  the  crusher.  The  stone  has 
been  crushed  and  piled  in  separate  piles  ready  for  spring 
work.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  early  and  continued  snow 
we  should  have  had  a much  larger  quantity  crushed. 

We  have  also  piled  up  a large  quantity  of  ashes,  got 
from  the  several  factories  in  town.  These  will  make  first- 
class  sidewalks  as  soon  as  spring  opens. 
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A drain  with  catch  basin  was  put  in  on  Orange 
street  which  I trust  will  relieve  that  locality  of  much, 
surface  water. 

Bridges  and  Culverts. 

The  bridges  at  Holden  street  and  at  Bank  street  .ex- 
tension have  been  replanked  duringthe  season  with  three- 
inch  chestnut  plank  laid  diagonally  and  not  too  close 
together,  so  as  to  allow  the  water  to  run  through  and  the 
air  to  circulate. 

Several  culverts  have  been  relaid.  Many  of  them 
were  nearly  filled  up  and  were  of  but  little  use.  Now 
they  are  serving  their  purposes  and  the  streets  and  side- 
walks in  their  vicinity  are  dry. 

The  bridge  at  Mechanics  street  needs  to  be  replanked 
this  coming  year. 

Guard  rails  have  been  put  up  where  deemed  neces- 
sary in  order  to  safeguard  the  town  against  accident, 
and  I am  pleased  and  gratified  that  no  one  has  been 
injured  either  in  person  or  property  to  any  extent  during 
the  year  by  any  fault  of  the  town. 

The  before-described  works  are  the  principal 
or  largest  jobs  done  during  the  year.  On  many 

of  the  other  streets  some  work  has  been  done 
and  many  minor  improvements  have  been  made. 
The  Water  Department  have  endeavored  to  leave  all 
the  streets  that  they  had  occasion  to  dig  up  in  as 
good  condition  as  possible.  I think  they  realize 
wholly  that  their  department  belongs  to  the  town,  and 
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that  what  is  good  for  the  department  is  good  for  the 
town,  and  I am  gratified  to  report  that  there  has  been 
no  friction  whatever  between  the  Street  Department  and 
any  other  department  of  the  town  during  the  year. 

And  I take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  the  division 
superintendents  for  the  courtesy  shown  me  and  the  help 
they  have  given  me.

REPORT  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS. 

To  the  citizens  of  Attleborough : 

The  eleventh  annual  report  of  the  Attleboro  Water 
Commissioners  is  herewith  submitted  as  required  by  the 
Town  Ordinances. 

Following  this  report  will  be  found  the  report  of  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Water  Works  and  Water  Regis- 
trar, and  such  statistics  as  are  given  from  the  work  of 
the  Water  Department. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Commissioners  did 
not  think  there  would  be  any  long  extensions  called  for 
and  on  account  of  the  high  price  of  pipe,  did  not  recom- 
mend the  laying  of  any  extensions  this  year  that  could 
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well  be  avoided,  and  yet  this  year  has  been  one  of  the 
busiest  years  the  Water  Department  has  ever  had. 

The  reason  for  the  extra  large  amount  of  work  was 
on  account  of  the  extension  to  Briggs  Corner,  which  was 
unexpected. 

The  Bristol  County  Street  Railway  Company  and 
Talaquega  Park  Associates  made  application  to  the 
Commissioners  to  extend  the  main  pipe  to  Briggs  Corner 
and  as  far  as  the  entrance  to.  the  Park.  The  Commission- 
ers made  a careful  investigation  and  after  receiving  the 
required  guarantee  of  5 per  cent,  from  the  applicants, 
laid  the  whole  matter  before  the  voters  at  a special  town 
meeting,  held  July  21,  1903,  and  it  was  voted  unanimously 
to  put  in  the  extension.  At  the  same  meeting  it  was 
voted  to  issue  $20,000.00  worth  of  bonds  for  the  work  of 
construction.  The  total  cost  of  this  construction  was 
$17,892.59,  which  was  about  one  thousand  dollars  less 
than  estimated. 

The  next  longest  extension  was  on  Maple  street  from 
Hazel  to  George  street  and  through  George  street  to 
connect  with  the  pipe  running  from  Park  street,  under 
the  guarantee  of  C.  H.  Tappan.  All  of  the  other  exten- 
sions were  short  ones.  The  total  extension  of  main  pipe 
for  the  year  is  24,299  feet  or  4.6  miles.  The  table  giving 
the  size  of  the  pipe  and  the  streets  on  which  they  were 
laid  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent. 

Pumping  Station. 

The  station  is  in  good  condition  there  having  been 
no  repairs  made  during  the  year. 
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The  pumping  engines  and  also  the  small  engines 
that  run  the  electric  light  plant  and  machine  shop  are  in 
first  class  condition  and  the  repairs  for  the  year  have 
been  very  small. 

The  boilers  have  been  inspected  four  times  during 
the  year  and  reported  to  be  in  good  condition. 

The  station  and  grounds  adjoining  have  been  well 
cared  for  during  the  year  and  we  hope  to  make  further 
improvement  in  that  line  the  .coming  year. 

Stand  Pipe. 

The  stand  pipe  was  cleaned  and  inspected  the  last  of 
September.  There  was  no  perceptible  deterioration  from 
last  year,  although  the  Commissioners  believe  that  it  is 
time  to  build  a new  stand  pipe  on  a higher  elevation  and 
much  larger  storage  so  as  to  be  able  to  take  care  of  any 
large  fires  without  being  obliged  to  start  the  pumps  or 
take  water  from  the  pond. 

Investigations  have  been  made  on  this  line  during  the 
year  and  we  shall  probably  be  able  to  make  a report  to 
the  town  in  the  near  future.  We  feel  that  when  we 
have  a larger  storage  it  will  be  a great  saving  to  the 
department,  enough  to  more  than  pay  the  interest  on  the 
■outlay. 

Well. 

The  well  so  far  has  supplied  all  the  water  consumed 
and  at  the  time  the  stand  pipe  was  cleaned  out  we 
pumped  thirty-seven  hours  continuously  and  in  that  time 
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pumped  2,027,520  gallons,  which  would  show  that  we 
have  a sufficient  amount  of  water  for  present  needs  and 
for  some  time  in  the  future,  if  we  had  storage  enough 
for  a sufficient  quantity  for  two  or  three  days  con- 
sumption or  enough  to  take  care  of  an  ordinary  fire. 

Department’s  Growth. 

To  show  something  of  the  growth  of  the  department 
during  the  last  six  years  we  give  the  following  table  for 
comparison,  showing  the  increase  in  the  extension  of 
main  pipe,  the  increase  in  income,  the  decrease  in  cost 
to  the  town,  the  addition  to  the  sinking  fund  and  the 
comparison  of  the  interest  account.

While  there  has  been  a gain  of  13.4  miles  of  main 
pipe  during  the  time,  with  the  increased  income  the  de- 
partment has  been  able  to  maintain  the  whole,  care  for 
the  increased  interest  account,  place  more  in  the  sinking 
fund  and  still  cost  the  town  less  each  year. 

In  1897  the  department  cared  for  788  meters  while 
the  last  year  shows  1,567  meters  in  use. 

We  wrould  again  call  the  attention  of  the  voters  to 
the  fact  that  the  total  cost  to  the  town  for  public  water 
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is  only  $4,000.00  and  that  amount  is  placed  in  the  sinking 
fund  to  pay  bonds  when  due,  and  this  coming  year  we 
ask  for  only  $3,000.00  from  the  town  and  recommend 
$5,500.00  for  the  sinking  fund.  Below  is  a statement  of 
credits  that  the  Water  Department  should  receive  from 
the  town  based  on  the  lowest  amount  charged  by  private 


companies  or  towns.

You  will  see  from  these  figures  that  the  town  is 
getting  all  water  for  public  purposes  at  a very  low  price. 

Recommendations. 

We  would  recommend  the  building  of  a barn  and 
work  shop  combined  for  the  use  of  the  department  on 
the  town  lot,  rear  of  County  street.  Owing  to  the  rapid 
growth  and  the  extra  work  of  lining  all  of  the  service  and 
small  main  pipe  used,  which  amounted  to  17,000  feet  the 
last  year,  we  find  the  present  quarters  inadequate  for  the 
work.  It  is  impossible  now  in  the  present  shop  to  line 
the  pipe  in  cold  weather,  when  it  should  be  done  to  be 
ready  for  the  spring  work,  with  no  room  for  the  work 
and  for  the  storage  of  so  large  an  amount,  and  each  year 
the  demand  is  greater.  The  need  of  a barn  near  the 
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works  is  an  absolute  necessity,  and  demands  that  the 
teams  should  be  near  the  shop  to  be  ready  for  any 
emergency  calls  day  or  night. 

We  would  recommend  an  appropriation  by  the  town 
of  $3,000.00,  which  is  one  thousand  dollars  less  than  last 
year,  for  the  sinking  fund  for  maintenance,  together  with 
the  receipts  from  the  department,  and  that  $5,500.00  be 
placed  in  the  sinking  fund,  an  increase  of  S300.00  over 
last  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 

To  the  Water  Commissioners  of  Attleborough: 
Gentlemen : 

I submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Water 
Department.  During  the  year  we  have  extended  the 
main  pipe  system  24,299  feet  or  4.6  miles  and  the  table 
on  page  179  will  show  the  kind,  size  and  length  of  pipe 
laid  on  the  several  streets. 

We  began  laying  the  main  pipes  the  10th  of  March, 
making  several  short  runs  which  kept  only  a small  force 
of  men  at  work  until  we  began  the  extension  on  Maple 
street  and  through  George  street  to  Park  street.  Then 
came  the  request  for  the  Briggs  Corner  extension  and 
the  Bristol  County  Street  Railway  Co.,  and  the  people 
along  the  line  were  very  anxious  to  have  the  water  as 
soon  as  possible. 

The  special  town  meeting  was  held  July  21,  and  as 
the  bids  for  pipe  had  been  received  we  were  able  to 
wire  the  order  for  pipe  on  July  22nd  and  shipments  of 
pipe  were  started  the  24th.  We  began  the  work  on  this 
extension  on  Maple  street  August  1st,  with  a small  force 
of  men,  as  no  pipe  had  then  arrived,  and  were  not  able 
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to  put  on  more  until  we  began  work  on  Park  street  with 
45  men. 

We  completed  the  mains  and  turned  on  the  water 
September  30th,  making  two  months  from  the  time  we 
started  until  the  main  was  completed,  laying  16,792  feet 
or  a little  over  three  miles  of  pipe.  This  we  consider 
a very  short  time  for  the  work  done  and  the  time  given 
to  prepare  for  it. 

During  the  time  we  were  laying  the  pipe  on  Park 
street  there  was  an  extra  amount  of  teaming  over  the 
road.  The  coal  and  freight  of  the  Bristol  County  Street 
Railway  Co.  alone  amounted  to  about  2,000  tons,  besides 
the  regular  travel.  This  extra  amount  of  teaming  at  this 
time  could  not  help  wearing  the  road  more  as  teams  had 
to  keep  in  single  track  between  the  trench  and  railroad 
track. 

After  the  trench  had  settled,  the  department  scraped 
it  down  and  put  the  material  in  the  low  places  and  in 
this  way  left  the  road  in  very  good  condition,  some  places 
better  than  before  the  pipe  was  laid. 

At  the  completion  of  the  work  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets  inspected  the  entire  length  of  the  extension  and 
reported  to  the  Selectmen  that  the  work  had  been  done 
in  a satisfactory  manner  and  as  well  as  possible  under 
the  circumstances. 


Services. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  put  in  120  new  service 
connections  and  replaced  38  old  services  with  cement 
lined  pipe. 
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Amount  of  service  pipe  laid  as  follows : 

2,248  feet  from  main  to  service  box. 

7,946  feet  from  service  box  to  cellar. 

594  feet  sold  to  plumbers  for  use  in  side  cellars. 

Private  Fire  Connections. 

There  were  three  applications  for  private  fire  con- 
nections during  the  past  year,  R.  Wolfenden  & Sons  on 
County  street,  Bristol  County  Street  Railway  Company 
for  the  power  station  at  Briggs  Corner  and  the  Talaquega 
Park  Associates  for  the  Casino. 

The  department  made  the  connection  to  the  mains 
and  run  the  pipe  inside  the  buildings  at  the  expense  of 
the  owners,  using  425  feet  of  6-inch  pipe,  three  6-inch 
gates  and  three  indicator  posts. 

Hydrants. 

During  the  year  22  new  hydrants  have  been  set,  mak- 
ing the  total  number  329.  Two  old  hydrants  have  been  re- 
placed with  new  ones  and  all  have  been  inspected.  There 
have  been  26  repaired,  all  have  been  flushed  four  times 
and  all  hydrants  on  dead  ends  of  pipe  were  flushed  every 
week  during  the  summer  months. 

Leaks. 

There  were  20  leaks  during  the  year,  with  only  3 
on  the  main  pipes,  a distance  of  43.6  miles.  Seventeen 
were  on  service  pipes,  ten  of  which  were  caused  by  elec- 
trolysis, or  the  action  of  the  electric  current,  on  the  pipe 
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on  Emory  street  under  the  tracks  of  the  Bristol  County 
Street  Railway  Co.  As  yet  we  have  had  no  trouble  from 
this  source  on  the  main  pipe  but  have  an  increased 
number  on  the  service  pipes,  and  unless  some  action  is 
taken  to  prevent  the  trouble  there  is  great  danger  to  the 
whole  system.  We  have  at  the  work  shop  a number  of 
samples  of  pipe  taken  from  the  services  showing  the 
action  of  the  electric  current  on  the  pipes. 


Gate  Valves  and  Boxes. 

There  have  been  40  new  gate  valves  put  in  this  year, 
47  new  gate  boxes  have  been  set  and  56  brought  to 
grade.

There  has  been  a very  small  increase  in  the  amount 
of  water  used  this  year,  showing  that  every  precaution 
has  been  taken  to  prevent  waste.  It  has  been  noticeable 
in  the  public  buildings,  Street  Department  work  and  Fire 
Department,  that  especial  care  has  been  taken  to  prevent 
waste  and  we  would  thank  the  heads  of  the  depart- 
ments for  the  care  taken. 

The  total  number  of  gallons  pumped  in  1903  was 
170,215,160  and  in  1902  there  were  pumped  158,024,210 
gallons,  thus  making  the  increase  for  the  year  only 
12,190,950  gallons. 

During  the  year  we  have  had  very  poor  coal  which 
will  account  for  the  falling  off  of  duty  shown  in  pumping 
records. 

Appended  will  be  found  tables  showing  a condensed 
statement  of  the  pumping  records  for  the  year  and 
copies  of  the  analyses  made  from  samples  of  water  taken 
from  the  well.

Synopsis  of  Pumping  Records  for  the  Year  Ending  December  31,  1903. 
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ATTLEBOROUGH  WATER  WORKS. 

Water  Ordinances. 

Section  i.  Water  Commissioners  shall,  at  their  first 
meeting  after  the  annual  town  election,  choose  from 
their  number  a chairman.  Two  members  shall  be  a 
quorum  for  the  exercise  of  the  powers  and  performance 
of  the  duties  of  the  Water  Commissioners.  The  Com- 
missioners may  appoint  and  remove  at  their  discretion 
a clerk,  who  shall  also  be  Water  Registrar,  a superin- 
tendent and  such  employees  or  agents  as  they  may  deem 
necessary,  and  may  prescribe  their  duties.  They  may 
fix  the  salaries  of  such  clerk,  employees  and  agents  sub- 
ject to  the  instructions  and  control  of  the  town. 

Sec.  2.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  the  exclusive 
and  entire  charge,  superintendence  and  oversight  of  all 
lands,  structures,  works  and  apparatus  designed  and  pro- 
vided for  obtaining  and  supplying  pure  water  for  the  uses 
of  the  town.  They  shall  have  the  exclusive  control  and 
management  of  the  uses,  repairs  and  extensions  of  such 
works  and  structures,  whether  newly  determined  upon 
or  otherwise. 

Sec.  3.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  control  and 
jurisdiction  over  all  sources  of  supply  possessed  by  the 
town,  and  all  lands  appurtenant  thereto,  owned  or  law- 
fully controlled  by  the  town,  and  they  may  exercise  all 
rights  as  to  entry  upon  and  passage  over  private  prem- 
ises which  now  are  or  may  become  vested  in  the  town, 
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belonging  or  relating  to  the  management  of  the  water 
works  and  supply  of  water. 

Sec.  4.  The  Water  Board  shall  use  diligent  care  for 
the  protection  and  security  of  all  sources  of  water  from 
which  a supply  is  obtained,  so  that  the  purity  thereof 
may  not  be  impaired. 

Sec.  5.  The  Water  Board  shall,  as  often  as  once  in 
each  calendar  month,  meet  and  examine  all  bills  and 
claims  incurred  by  them  in  the  prosecution  of  their  duty 
and  all  claims  approved  shall  be  certified  by  them  before 
payment  of  the  same  by  the  Town  Treasurer. 

The  Water  Board  shall  keep  a full  record  of  their 
proceedings,  and  they  shall  at  the  annual  town  meeting 
make  a report  in  detail  to  the  town  of  their  official  acts 
and  doings  for  the  year  preceding  with  estimates  of  ex- 
penditures and  receipts  for  the  year  succeeding,  and 
such  suggestions  and  recommendations  as  may  seem  to 
them  for  the  benefit  of  the  town. 

Sec.  6.  The  Water  Board  shall  make  all  proper  ar- 
rangements for  the  sufficient  supply  of  water  for  use  at 
fires,  and  for  furnishing  the  same  in  the  most  efficient 
and  suitable  manner.  They  shall,  in  consultation  with 
the  Selectmen  arrange  for  such  supply  of  water  as  may 
be  required  for  operating  any  public  fountains,  or  orna- 
mental public  water  works,  for  flushing  and  cleansing 
public  sewers  and  drains,  for  sprinkling  streets,  and  for 
any  other  use  clearly  distinct  from  that  of  ordinary 
water  takers. 
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Sec.  7.  The  Water  Board  shall  have  exclusive 
charge  of  the  supply  of  water,  may  make  all  the  necessary 
arrangements  therefor,  and  such  rules  and  regulations 
and  rates  as  they  may  deem  to  be  judicious. 

Sec.  8.  The  following  rules  and  regulations  are 
liereby  established,  and,  together  with  such  rules,  regula- 
tions and  rates  as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  made  by 
the  Water  Board,  under  the  authority  of  the  preceding 
section,  shall  be  considered  a part  of  the  contract  with 
'every  person  who  takes  the  water,  and  the  fact  of  taking 
shall  be  considered  as  expressing  assent  on  the  part  of 
the  taker  to  be  bound  thereby. 

Whenever  any  of  them  is  violated,  although  two  or 
more  parties  may  receive  the  water  through  the  same 
pipe,  the  water  shall  be  cut  off  and  not  let  on  again  ex- 
cept by  order  of  the  Water  Board,  and  on  payment  of 
one  dollar,  and  in  case  of  such  violation,  any  payment 
for  the  water  by  the  person  committing  such  violation 
shall  be  forfeited. 


Rules  and  Regulations. 

1.  Application  for  the  use  of  water  must  be  made 
in  writing  at  the  office  of  the  Water  Registrar  in  the 
prescribed  form,  and  must  state  fully  and  truly  the  use 
to  which  it  is  to  be  applied. 

No  water  shall  be  supplied  by  takers  to  persons  not 
.entitled  to  its  use. 
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2.  All  persons  taking  the  water  shall  keep  the  ser- 
vice pipes  within  their  premises  in  good  repair  and  pro- 
tected from  frost  at  their  own  expense,  and  they  shall  be 
held  liable  for  all  damages  resulting  from  their  failure  to 
do  so.  They  shall  provide  a stop  and  waste  cock,  to  be 
properly  located  inside  the  building,  and  have  the  pipes 
so  arranged  that  the  water  can  be  drawn  from  them 
whenever  there  is  danger  of  its  freezing. 

3.  They  shall  prevent  all  voluntary  waste  of  water, 
and  shall  not  allow  water  to  run  through  their  fixtures 
to  prevent  freezing,  and  there  shall  be  no  concealment  of 
the  purpose  for  which  the  water  is  used. 

4.  No  alteration  shall  be  made  in  any  of  the  pipes 
or  fixtures  inserted  by  the  town  except  by  persons  au- 
thorized by  the  Water  Board,  who  shall  be  allowed  to 
enter  the  premises  to  examine  the  apparatus,  the  quantity 
of  water  used  and  the  manner  of  its  use  and  to  ascertain 
whether  there  is  any  unnecessary  waste. 

5.  The  town  reserves  to  itself  the  right,  whenever 
the  Water  Board  deems  it  necessary  to  repair  the  works, 
to  shut  off  the  water  in  whole  or  in  part. 

6.  The  Water  Registrar  or  Superintendent,  or  their 
agents  or  assistants  may  enter  the  premises  of  any  water 
taker  to  examine  the  quantity  used  and  the  manner  of  its 
use  and  to  cut  off  the  water  for  non-payment  or  rents  or 
fines,  or  any  violations  of  these  regulations  or  for  any 
other  necessary  purpose  connected  with  the  discharge 
of  their  duties. 
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7.  Owners  shall  be  responsible  for  water  supplied 
to  their  premises.  When  water  is  supplied  to  more 
than  one  taker  through  a single  sendee,  the  bill  may  be 
made  either  to  the  owner  of  the  estate  or  by  the  direction 
of  the  owner  to  the  tenants ; but  in  case  of  non-payment 
the  water  may  be  shut  off,  notwithstanding  one  or  more 
takers  may  have  paid  their  proportion  to  such  owner  or 
the  town. 

8.  A taker  may  be  required  at  any  time  to  attach  to 
the  service  pipe  of  tiis  premises  a meter  of  suitable  size, 
when  at  the  discretion  of  the  Water  Board  it  seems  for 
the  interest  of  the  town.  And  in  all  such  cases  the  rates 
for  the  current  year  shall  be  adjusted  by  the  meter  read- 
ings, even  if  a bill  by  fixture  rates  has  already  been 
settled. 

9.  All  service  pipe  and  stop  cocks  will  be  supplied 
and  put  down  to  the  sidewalk  line  by  the  town.  All 
work  beyond  the  sidewalk  line  shall  be  done  under  the 
direction  and  approval  of  the  Water  Board  by  the  water 
taker  and  at  his  expense  both  for  labor  and  material. 

10.  In  all  cases  of  non-payment  of  water  rent  in 
thirty  days  after  the  same  is  due,  or  violating  the  above 
rules  the  water  may  be  shut  off.  The  sum  of  $1  will  be 
charged  for  letting  it  on. 

11.  After  January  1,  1902,  no  person  or  persons  will 
be  allowed  to  connect  two  or  more  houses  together 
through  one  service  connection  with  the  main  water  pipe 
unless  by  special  permit  from  the  Water  Board;  and  if 
any  are  so  connected  in  the  future  without  permission  the 
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water  may  be  shut  off  from  the  service  in  use  until  a new 
service  connection  is  made  with  the  connecting  house. 

On  all  services  where  two  or  more  houses  are  now 
connected  through  one  service  the  owner  shall  not 
have  the  benefit  of  the  sliding  scale  of  water  rates  until 
the  average  of  each  house  so  connected  amounts  to  the 
same  as  allowed  by  the  same  rates  for  a single  house. 

12.  The  Water  Board  reserves  to  itself  the  right 
to  shut  off  the  water  at  the  street  service  from  the  prop  - 
erty of  any  person  or  persons  disconnecting  or  taking  out 
a water  meter  on  their  premises  without  permission  and 
water  so  turned  off  shall  not  be  let  on  again  until  a 
satisfactory  settlement  for  same  offense  is  made  with  the 
Water  Board. 

13.  All  persons  or  firms  wishing  to  have  private 
hydrants  or  sprinklers  connected  with  the  town  water 
supply  shall  make  application  to  the  Water  Board  and 
sign  an  application  for  same,  by  which  they  agree  to 
comply  with  the  by-laws  of  the  department,  and  also  file 
a plan  of  piping  for  the  entire  system  and  the  water  will 
not  be  turned  on  until  the  system  is  inspected  by  the 
Board  or  their  representatives. 

The  Water  Board  shall  inspect  the  system  as  often 
as  they  deem  necessary  and  if  any  repairs  are  necessary 
they  shall  be  made  by  them  at  the  expense  of  the  owner. 

All  outside  piping  connecting  with  the  town  system 
shall  be  laid  by  the  Water  Department  at  the  expense  of 
the  owner. 
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All  valves  and  private  hydrants  shall  be  sealed  by 
the  Water  Department. 

14.  All  persons  or  firms  having  private  fire  connec- 
tions for  sprinklers  or  private  hydrants  on  the  premises 
or  in  buildings  are  forbidden  to  use  the  water  for  any  pur- 
poses excepting  fires,  and  shall  not  open  any  private 
hydrant  in  or  out  of  the  building  for  any  other  purposes 
excepting  fire  unless  by  permission  of  the  Water  Board. 

For  any  violation  of  this  by-law  the  Water  Beard 
may  impose  a fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  and  not  more 
than  $20.00. 

If  water  is  used  for  any  other  purposes  than  for  fires 
the  Water  Board  shall  estimate  the  amount  so  used  and 
shall  charge  regular  rates. 

If  the  fine  or  bill  for  water  is  not  paid  when  present- 
ed the  Water  Board  may  shut  of!  the  water  furnished  the 
private  hydrants  or  sprinklers  from  the  town  supply  until 
such  fine  or  bill  for  water  is  paid  and  the  sum  of  two 
dollars  will  be  charged  for  turning  it  on. 

15.  All  services  shall  be  laid  by  the  Water  Board 
from  the  sidewalk  line  to  the  cellar  at  the  expense  of 
the  owner.  The  Water  Board  may  make  an  estimate  of 
the  cost  of  the  owner's  part  and  may  demand  a deposit 
for  the  same  before  laying  the  pipe. 

Applicants  wishing  a service  pipe  laid  when  there 
is  frost  in  the  ground  shall  pay  the  extra  expense  caused 
by  the  frost,  on  the  part  laid  by  the  town. 

16.  Applications  for  extensions  of  mains  through 
private  ways  or  grounds  shall  in  no  case  be  granted  un-

less  the  owner  thereof  executes  a proper  instrument 
securing  to  the  town  the  right  of  permanent  occupation, 
free  from  any  acts  of  interference  that  shall  effect  the 
safety  of  the  pipe,  and  securing  to  the  department  free 
right  of  entrance  for  purposes  of  inspection  and  mainte- 
nance. 

1 7.  The  town  pond,  South  Attleboro,  shall  be 
open  for  fishing,  Tuesdays  and  Fridays,  to  residents  of 
the  town  of  Attleboro  only,  upon  application  at  the  water 
office  for  permission.  No  fishing  through  the  ice  will  be 
allowed.  There  shall  be  no  dead  fish  left  around  the 
pond  or  thrown  into  the  water.  No  nuisances  shall  be 
committed  around  the  pond  or  from  boats,  and  every 
care  shall  be  taken  by  persons  fishing  not  to  contaminate 
the  purity  of  the  water.  Persons  having  permits  shall 
show  them  to  any  officer  of  the  town  or  Water  Depart- 
ment when  called  upon  to  do  so.  Any  one  caught  fish- 
ing without  a permit,  or  in  any  way  violating  this  by- 
law, will  be  refused  permission  to  fish  and  will  be 
prosecuted  to  the  full  extent  of  the  law. 

Sec.  9.  The  water  rates  and  meter  rents  shall  be 
payable  semi-annually  in  advance  on  the  first  days  of 
January  and  July  of  each  year.  All  charges  for  specific 
supplies  or  supplies  for  fractional  parts  of  the  year  shall 
be  payable  in  advance  and  before  the  water  is  let  on.  In 
all  cases  where  the  consumption  of  water  is  ascertained 
by  meters,  any  excess  of  the  minimum  rates  shall  be  pay- 
able annually,  quarterly  or  monthly,  as  may  be  required 
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by  the  Water  Board.  Bills  for  the  same  shall  be  due 
when  rendered. 

Sec.  io.  If  any  person  shall  turn  on  or  turn  off  the 
water  in  any  public  water  pipes  or  reservoirs  without 
the  license  of  the  Water  Board  he  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  not  less  than  $3  nor  more  than  $20  upon  con- 
viction thereof  before  a trial  justice  or  court  having 
jurisdiction  of  offenses  arising  under  town  by-laws.

To  the  Citizens  of  Attleborough: — 

The  School  Committee  hereby  respectfully  request 
ycur  consideration  of  the  following  report  regarding  the 
schools  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1903. 

The  detailed  report  of  the  financial  affairs  and  the 
manner  in  which  the  appropriations  have  been  used  is 
given,  and  your  attention  is  called  to  it,  as  from  it  you 
may  learn  of  the  various  needs  which  have  to  be  provided 
for,  to  obtain  any  degree  of  success  in  our  school  work. 
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There  have  been  no  radical  changes  in  our  school 
work  during  the  year  and  only  such  changes  among  our 
teachers  as  we  w'ere  obliged  to  make  for  reasons  beyond 
our  control. 

The  scholars  at  Hebronville  are  in  excess  of  the  ca- 
pacity of  our  school  building  and  one  of  the  schools  has 
been  continued  in  Moran  Hall  at  an  expense  for  rent  of 
$125.00  per  year.  The  school  at  Briggs  Corner  has  been 
somewhat  relieved  of  its  over-crowded  state  by  trans- 
ferring the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  to  the  center 
schools. 

Perry  School  has  been  discontinued  and  the  few 
scholars  there  are  carried  to  school  at  Briggs  Corner,  and 
by  some  changes  of  stairs,  thus  enlarging  the  assistant's 
room,  they  have  been  accommodated.  If  the  scholars  at 
Briggs  Corner  continue  to  increase  as  they  have  recently, 
either  considerable  enlargement  of  present  rooms  or  a 
new  building  will  be  needed. 

The  town  appropriated  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand 
dollars  for  enlargement  of  the  High  School  building,  and 
placed  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  the  School  Committee. 
Through  a sub-committee  the  work  was  carried  through 
during  the  summer  vacation  and  school  commenced  with 
only  a loss  of  two  days’  time.  We  think  it  not  only 
ample  for  present  needs  and  for  some  time  to  come  but 
think  the  whole  appearance  of  the  building  greatly  im- 
proved and  trust  many  of  our  citizens  will  take  the  time 
to  inspect  the  inner  arrangement  and  see  how  much  it 
has  been  improved.  The  balance  left  of  appropriation  is 
ninety-nine  dollars  and  thirty-three  cents. 
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Our  scholars  continue  to  increase  at  the  rate  of  more 
than  a full  school  a year  (65)  and  we  hope  they  will 
continue,  for  it  is  an  evidence  of  the  growth  and  pros- 
perity of  our  town.  But  such  growth  will  necessitate  the 
building  of  new  school  buildings  in  the  near  future, 
though  we  trust  we  can  wait  a year  or  more. 

We  earnestly  request  that  you  give  the  reports  of 
the  Superintendent,  Principals  of  the  Grammar  and  High 
Schools  and  the  Supervisors  of  Music  and  Drawing,  care- 
ful consideration  and  thus  see  for  what  we  have  been 
striving  to  attain  during  the  year,  some  of  the  Committee 
having  visited  all  of  our  schools.  We  desire  as  a Com- 
mittee to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  excellent  work 
of  our  Superintendent  and  corps  of  teachers ; their  work 
has  been  done  in  a faithful,  conscientions  way  that  we 
cannot  too  highly  approve  and  we  trust  will  be  appre- 
ciated by  the  citizens  of  the  town. 

From  January  to  January  we  have  carefully  con- 
sidered every  expense  and  not  a bill  has  been  contracted 
which  we  did  not  think  was  essential  for  the  benefit  of 
the  schools.  Much  thought,  time,  and  work  has  been 
given  without  expense  to  the  town,  and  we  are  pleased 
to  be  able  to  say  that  we  have  kept  within  the  appro- 
priations made  for  the  school  year.

SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Attleborough : — 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  the  twenty-first  in  the  series 
of  such  reports. 

Teachers. 

During  the  four  years  and  a half  of  my  superintend- 
ency, one  hundred  and  forty-nine  different  teachers,  not 
counting  substitutes,  have  been  employed,  of  whom 
sixty-four  are  now  teaching  here.  Of  the  eighty-five  who 
have  left  our  employ  during  this  period,  forty  resigned 
to  obtain  higher  salaries  in  other  places.  Twenty-eight 
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gave  up  teaching  at  least  temporarily  for  various  reasons, 
among  which  were  ill  health,  marriage,  further  study,  to 
enter  other  occupations,  or  to  attend  to  home  duties. 
Seventeen  were  not  re-elected. 

During  the  calendar  year  1903,  we  lost  twenty 
teachers,  as  compared  with  twenty-two  in  1902.  Thirteen 
of  these  left  for  better  positions. 

These  statistics  show  that  from  the  nature  of  things 
nothing  like  a permanent  teaching  force  can  be  expected 
here,  since  the  changes  are  due  to  so  many  causes. 
The  recent  raising  of  salaries  has  resulted  not  so 
much  in  holding  good  teachers  as  in  commanding 
better  teachers  than  we  formerly  could  to  fill 
their  places.  It  is  better  to  have  good  teachers 
for  a little  while  than  to  have  poor  teachers  for 
a long  while.  Serious  as  is  the  problem  presented  by 
the  instability  of  the  corps,  it  is  nothing  compared  with 
that  which  exists  in  places  where  home  talent  is  em- 
ployed exclusively,  and  poor  teachers  are  retained  solely 
by  the  influence  of  friends. 

Attleboro  should  be  congratulated  on  the  fact  that  it 
has  the  best  teachers  to  be  had  for  the  money,  no  matter 
where  they  come  from,  and  that  poor  teachers,  after 
being  given  a reasonable  time  in  which  to  improve,  are 
replaced  by  better  ones.  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  say  that 
local  teachers  retain  their  positions  through  merit  alone, 
and  that  many  of  them,  if  they  chose  to  give  up  the 
comforts  of  their  homes  for  a boarding  house  in  Boston, 
could  easily  give  satisfaction  in  the  best  schools  of  the 
metropolitan  district. 
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The  salary  schedule  now  in  operation  makes  the 
maximum  salary  of  primary  teachers  $20.00  less  than 
that  of  those  who  teach  the  slightly  older  children  of 
intermediate  and  grammar  grades.  The  distinction  is 
utterly  illogical.  Those  who  lay  the  foundation  of  learn- 
ing ought  not  to  be  rated  below  the  rest. 

The  educational  and  professional  qualifications  of 
our  teachers  are  gradually  increasing.  Four  years  ago 
only  57.5  per  cent,  had  prepared  themselves  by  either 
a normal  school  or  college  training.  Last  year — the 
school  year  ending  June,  1903 — the  proportion  of  those 
with  extended  preparation  rose  above  all  previous  records 
to  76.7  per  cent. 

One  reason  for  the  recent  improvement  of  our 
schools  may  be  found  here.  The  National  Educational 
Association  met  in  Boston  in  July.  Twenty-two  Attle- 
boro teachers  joined  the  Association  and  paid  the 
membership  fee  in  advance  of  the  meeting,  while  several 
mere  joined  after  the  opening  of  the  Convention.  This, 
is  a good  record. 

Six  years  ago  the  teachers  of  the  two  Attleboros: 
organized  the  Teachers’  Social  Union  to  promote  a better 
social  and  intellectual  life  among  its  members.  The 
aims  of  the  organization  have  been  fully  realized. 
Twenty-five  lectures  and  addresses,  many  of  them  open 
to  the  public,  have  been  heard  on  a great  variety  of 
topics;  ten  receptions  have  been  held  in  the  homes  of 
prominent  citizens  besides  others  in  school  houses;  and 
the  pleasant  custom  of  an  annual  banquet  begun.  The- 
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value  of  this  organization  in  fostering  a spirit 
of  unity  in  our  scattered  teaching  force,  and  in 
welcoming  the  strangers  who  come  to  us  every 
year,  is  fully  appreciated  by  the  Superintendent. 
The  people’s  desire  to  know  the  teachers  and 
the  work  of  the  schools  is  indicated  by  the  club 
receptions  to  teachers,  and  by  the  calls  upon  the  Super- 
intendent for  addresses.  The  cordial  sympathy  existing 
within  the  School  Department  finds  expression  in  the 
receptions  which  the  School  "Committee  tender  the 
teachers,  and  those  which  the  teachers  tender  each  other. 
These  circumstances  are  noteworthy  as  we  consider  the 
causes  of  our  prosperity  and  award  the  credit  for  it. 

Industrial  Education. 

Manual  work  is  growing  in  favor  among  those  teach- 
ers who  follow  the  best  light  of  present  times.  The 
reflective  systems  of  teaching  are  found  to  be  incomplete. 
The  cry  now  is  to  send  the  whole  boy  to  school,  his  hands 
as  well  as  his  head. 

Some  public  spirited  women  gave  us  a few  dollars 
last  year  with  which  to  make  a beginning.  No  one  was 
fully  satisfied  with  the  results,  and  yet  those  results 
so  impressed  the  donors  with  the  wisdom  of  the  idea 
that  they  increased  their  offering  in  order  to  continue  the 
demonstration  for  another  year. 

We  selected  a few  school  rooms  in  the  center  of 
town  for  the  trial.  No  special  teacher  was  employed, 
but  the  drawing  teacher  assumed  general  direction,  and 
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the  regular  teachers  devoted  about  an  hour  a week  to 
the  subject. 

Each  child  was  asked  to  make  something  which  he 
considered  useful  at  home.  He  was  to  plan  it  by  his  own 
thought,  adorn  it  according  to  his  own  taste,  and  make 
it  with  his  own  hands.  The  children  responded  with 
alacrity  because  they  felt  that  here  was  work  to  do  that 
was  the  real  thing. 

The  teacher  watched  this  self  activity,  pointing  out 
the  errors  in  the  plans,  the  barbarisms  in  the  ornament, 
the  faults  in  the  structure.  While  the  articles  were 
pretty  and  interesting  when  done,  the  educational  value 
lay  not  in  the  product  but  in  the  process,  a process  which 
re-inforced  thought  by  action,  and  dignified  action  by 
thought. 

The  thoughts  of  these  children  bore  fruit  in  action 
and  their  acts,  because  thoughtful,  were  worth  while 
What  more  does  the  world  require  of  a man? 

Evening  Schools. 

The  third  season  of  the  Free  Public  Evening  Schools 
began  September  29,  1903,  and  continued  thirty-six  even- 
ings, closing  December  17,  1903.  The  following  statistics 
show  something  of  their  scope :

The  large  classes  who  are  taught  to  read  and  write 
in  the  English  language  come  with  great  regularity,  the 
few  who  are  careless  being  promptly  looked  up  by  the 
truant  officer.  The  more  advanced  classes  are  thronged 
at  the  first  of  the  season  and  thinned  at  the  last,  owing  to 
the  lack  of  serious  purpose  on  the  part  of  many.  We 
cannot  furnish  the  serious  purpose,  but  we  can  decline  to 
enrol  those  of  this  class  who  are  unwilling  to  furnish 
a tangible  guarantee  that  they  intend  to  remain  through- 
out the  term,  and  I recommend  this  course  for  the 
future. 
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Growth  of  the  Schools. 

Though  there  is  no  need  of  a new  building  this  year, 
it  is  necessary  to  keep  before  the  public  the  fact  that 
the  present  school  accommodations  will  soon  be  out- 
grown. For  three  years  the  annual  increase  in  pupils 
has  been  about  sixty-five  a year,  and  at  present  all  the 
school  rooms  and  one  hired  room  besides  are  occupied. 
The  average  number  of  pupils  to  a room  during  the  fall 
term  of  1903  was  forty.  Wherever  the  number  exceeds 
that,  as  is  the  case  in  twenty-one  rooms  in  the  center  of 
the  town,  the  evils  of  over-crowding  begin  to  be  felt. 

When  one  looks  at  the  long  list  of  new  buildings 
erected  within  a decade  and  considers  that  these  repre- 
sent an  expenditure  of  over  $96,000.00,  all  but  about 
$46,000.00  of  which  has  been  provided  for,  there  is 
nothing  to  be  said  but  praise  for  a town  which  has  so 
nobly  done  its  duty  to  the  schools.

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Gifts  to  the  Schools. 

During  the  year  the  friends  of  the  schools  have 
brought  forward  their  gifts  as  usual.  The  Trustees  of 
the  Richardson  School  Fund  have  expended  almost  one 
thousand  dollars  for  various  objects,  including  a large 
part  of  the  drawing  teacher’s  salary,  reference  books  in 
the  Public  Library,  scientific  apparatus,  cabinets,  and 
reference  books  for  the  school  libraries. 

The  teachers  and  pupils  have  secured  through  the 
art  exhibitions  three  hundred  and  thirty-five  dollars, 
worth  of  pictures  and  casts  for  school  room  decoration. 

The  first  year  of  school  has  been  brightened  for 
nearly  every  child  in  town  because  of  the  gifts  and  loans 
of  organs  as  follows : 

To  the  Capron  School,  Mrs.  Frederick  M.  Whitney; 
to  the  Farmers  School,  Mrs.  W.  C.  White ; to  the  Pleasant 
Street  School,  Miss  Florence  Macdonald ; to  the  Carpen- 
ter Street  School,  Mrs.  Stanley  Walden;  to  the  Richard- 
son School,  Mrs.  W.  S.  Eldredge ; to  the  South  Attleboro 
School,  Mrs.  S.  A.  Robinson ; to  the  Robinson  School, 
The  Bethany  Chapel  Association. 

The  Ladies’  Afternoon  Whist  Club  gave  one  hundred 
dollars  to  continue  the  industrial  work,  thus  showing 
increased  confidence  in  its  value,  and  a desire  to  make 
its  value  apparent  to  others. 

Mrs.  J.  O.  Tiffany,  Mr.  J.  L.  Sweet,  Mr.  E.  D. 
Guild  have  given  valuable  pictures,  the  Women’s  Relief 
Corps  have  replenished  the  indoor  silk  flags  in  several 
schools,  Miss  Lucy  Sweet  has  distributed  Humane 
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Society  Calendars.  The  graduating  class  gave  a hand- 
some piece  of  sculpture  to  the  Sanford  Street  School. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Richards  Fund  at  South  Attle- 
boro have  added  a select  library  in  a neat  case  to  that 
school. 

The  money  value  of  these  gifts  is  approximately 
fourteen  hundred  dollars,  and  the  thanks  of  the  town 
are  due  to  the  donors. 


Home  and  School. 

Various  are  the  devices  employed  to  foster  a closer 
relation  between  home  and  school.  Our  latest  one  has 
met  with  the  favor  af  all  concerned  and  merits  a brief 
notice. 

The  report  to  the  parent  on  the  child’s  school  life 
has  been  made  more  personal  and  direct  by  dropping  the 
use  of  symbols,  whether  letters  or  figures,  and  by  using 
plain  English  instead.  No  comment  is  made  on  matters 
that  are  satisfactory,  but  all  dificiencies  are  explained  as 
fully  as  circumstances  permit. 

Not  only  do  teachers  report  more  explicitly  to  the 
parents,  but  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  parents 
are  now  requested  to  report  to  the  teacher  on  a few  sub- 
jects pertaining  to  the  child’s  welfare.  The  tone  of  the 
inquiry  can  best  be  judged  from  the  following  note  which 
accompanies  it : 
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To  the  Parent:  — 

The  teachers,  seeking  to  do  all  they  can  for  their 
pupils,  both  in  advancing  them  in  their  studies  and  in 
looking  after  their  health,  will  be  glad  to  receive  answers 
to  the  questions  on  the  other  side  of  this  sheet.  In  no 
case  will  this  information  reach  the  knowledge  of  fellow 
pupils  or  persons  not  connected  with  the  schools. 

This  request  is  prompted  not  by  curiosity  but  by 
sympathy,  and  if  you  will  grant  it  cheerfully  and  fully, 
the  teacher  will  be  able  to  watch  over  the  welfare  of 
your  child  with  greater  success  than  any  one  could  who 
is  kept  in  ignorance  of  these  things. 

It  is  better  not  to  confer  with  the  child  when  prepar- 
ing the  answers.  If  possible,  return  this  Report  within 
a week  whether  it  is  filled  out  or  not.  I shall  be  glad 
to  talk  with  you  about  your  child  on  any  day  at  the 
close  of  school.

Inquiries  are  made  concerning  the  following  matters  : 
(i)  the  child's  general  health,  (2)  his  defects  of  eye- 
sight or  hearing,  (3)  his  pronounced  likes  and  dislikes, 
(4)  his  home  reading  habits,  (5)  his  occupations  out  of 
school,  (6)  his  home  study  habits,  (7)  the  parent's 
estimate  of  the  severity  of  school  requirements,  (8)  the 
parent’s  recommendations  to  the  teacher. 

The  responses  were  prompt,  full,  and  cordial,  show- 
ing that  the  hereditary-  notion  that  pupil  and  teacher  are 
necessarily  antagonistic  is  yielding  to  the  more  elevated 
conceptions  of  the  present  day.  I almost  never  receive 
an  unreasonable  complaint  about  a teacher,  and  very  few 
of  any  kind. 

In  order  to  induce  parents  to  get  acquainted  with 
the  regular  school  work,  they  were  especially  invited  to 
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visit  the  schools  during  the  week  of  March  16.  The 
pupils  wrote  and  delivered  the  invitations.  As  the  school 
time  was  not  devoted  to  declamations  and  other  special 
performances  for  the  entertainment  of  the  guests,  the  786 
visitors  who  responded  must  have  carried  away  a fairly 
correct  impression  of  the  every-day  work  of  the  schools. 

High  School. 

Through  the  indomitable  energy  and  perseverance  of 
the  Chairman  of  the  School  Committee,  the  High  School 
extension  of  six  rooms  was  built  during  the  spring  and 
summer.  The  interior  arrangements  are  so  much  better 
than  they  were  before,  that  the  school  is  now  better 
organized  than  it  has  ever  been.  A finished  building  is 
seldom  beyond  criticism,  and  this  one  is  no  exception, 
yet  considering  the  money  and  time  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Committee,  the  results  are  very  gratifying.  A full 
account  of  the  present  accommodations  will  be  found  in 
the  Principal’s  report. 

The  school  itself  is  a credit  to  the  town.  During  the 
four  years  of  the  present  principal’s  administration,  1899 
to  1903,  twenty-six  of  the  seventy-six  graduates  entered 
college,  eight  entered  normal  schools,  and  three  entered 
other  schools,  showing  that  practically  half  after  gradu- 
ating continued  their  studies  in  higher  institutions.  It 
is  no  longer  necessary  to  send  children  to  Providence  to 
fit  them  for  college  or  for  business  life.  Our  commercial 
department  is  well  equipped,  and  all  of  its  graduates  who 
::so  desire,  have  good  office  positions. 
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Sanford  Street  House. 

The  central  building  was  erected  in  1874.  The 
School  Committee  then  said  of  it : — 

“It  marks  an  era  in  the  architecture  of  the  town. 
For  situation,  and  beauty,  and  adaptation  to  the  purposes 
for  which  it  was  erected,  it  seems  well-nigh  perfect.”; — 
Report  1875. 

The  Committee’s  words  were  true.  This  is  one  of 
the  best  buildings  owned  by  the  town.  Except  for  the 
conversion  of  the  hall  on  the  third  story  into  two  school 
rooms,  and  the  introduction  of  a few  modern  desks,  the 
interior  has  not  been  changed  since  it  was  built  twenty- 
eight  years  ago.  But  it  is  imperative  that  it  should  be 
brought  up  to  the  present  hygienic  standards  in  the 
matter  of  light,  ventilation,  heat,  desks,  and  blackboards, 
to  say  nothing  of  renovating  the  walls  and  ceilings.  The 
Committee  has  been  conscious  of  this  need  for  a long 
time  but  so  many  new  houses  had  to  be  built,  that  no 
repairs  could  be  made  here  beyond  those  actually  neces- 
sary to  preserve  the  building  from  the  weather. 

Principals  and  Special  Teachers. 

The  town  has  been  fortunate  during  the  past  year  in 
having  strong  teachers  in  the  most  responsible  positions. 
The  constant  improvement  of  the  High  School  is  a matter 
of  common  knowledge.  Judged  by  the  attendance, 
scholarship,  discipline,  and  healthy  spirit,  the  school  is 
now  passing  through  the  most  prosperous  period  of  its 
history,  a record  upon  which  we  congratulate  the  Prin- 
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cipal  and  those  who  have  aided  him.  The  two  large  ele- 
mentary schools,  the  Sanford  Street  and  Richardson,  are 
pervaded  by  an  earnest  harmonious  spirit,  the  teachers  in 
each  being  loyal  to  their  principal  and  their  school.  The 
Musical  Director  is  a growing  man,  who  is  not  only 
putting  the  school  singing  on  a sound  musical  basis,  but 
is  exerting  a strong  influence  on  the  musical  life  of  the 
town.  The  drawing  department  changed  hands  in  Sep- 
tember but  none  of  its  previous  excellence  has  been  lost. 
The  present  incumbent  gives  promise  of  being  one  of  the 
ablest  we  have  ever  had. 

On  June  i,  1903,  Mr.  Parker  was  made  Truant 
Officer  for  the  entire  town  and  voluntarily  gave  up  his 
other  school  duties  to  devote  his  entire  attention  to  this 
office.  He  has  shown  excellent  judgment  in  the  discharge 
of  his  duties,  and  has  greatly  improved  this  important 
part  of  the  service. 

In  view  of  these  facts  the  following  reports  merit 
your  close  attention. 

There  is  no  report  on  the  Physical  Training  because 
the  important  office  of  Director  was  abolished  last  June, 
much  to  the  regret  of  all  who  were  aware  of  its  useful- 
ness. 

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  HIGH 
SCHOOL. 

Mr.  Wm.  P.  Kelly,  Superintendent  of  Schools: — 

The  first  question  which  interested  parties  usually 
ask  about  a school  is,  “how  large  is  the  school  this  year?” 
So  an  answer  to  this  question  seems  to  be  an  appropriate 
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beginning  for  this,  my  fifth  annual  report.  The  fall  term 
statistics  show  an  average  membership  of  one  hundred 
and  ninety-two.  The  corresponding  figures  for  last  year 
and  the  year  before  were  one  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  and 
one  hundred  and  forty-one,  respectively. 

Some  changes  have  been  made  in  the  course  of  study. 
A two  year’s  course  in  German  has  been  added  and  the 
courses  in  bookkeeping,  stenography  and  typewritings 
now  cover  two  years  each,  instead  of  one.  These  changes 
in  the  course,  and  the  increased  number  of  pupils  made 
necessary  a larger  teaching  force,  so  the  opening  of  the 
fall  term  found  eight  teachers  employed. 

As  the  most  important  event  in  the  recent  history  of 
the  High  School  was  the  enlargement  of  the  old  build- 
ing during  the  last  summer  vacation,  perhaps  a brief 
description  of  the  enlarged  building  will  not  be  out  of 
place  here. 

The  only  change  in  the  old  part  of  the  building  was 
made  on  the  second  floor,  where,  instead  of  the  door,  a 
wide  arch  now  connects  the  library  with  the  main  room. 
The  room  below  the  library,  lately  used  as  a recitation 
room,  is  now  the  Principal’s  office.  In  this  old  part  are 
seated  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  clases  on  the  first 
and  second  floors  respectively. 

A wide  corridor  with  stairways  at  each  end  runs 
through  the  building  from  north  to  south,  separating 
the  new  part  from  the  old. 

The  addition  is  a six-room  structure,  three  stories 
in  height,  with  a high,  well  lighted  basement  in  which  are

cloak  rooms  and  the  heating  and  ventilating  plant  for 
the  new  part. 

On  the  first  floor  are  the  Junior  class-room  and  the 
commercial  room.  A temporary  partition  with  large 
windows  divides  this  room,  enabling  the  typewriting 
class  to  work  under  the  teacher’s  supervision,  but  confin- 
ing the  noise  of  the  machines  to  their  part  of  the  room. 
Here  are  ten  typewriters  of  the  latest  model.  In  the 
main  part  of  the  room  are  some  twenty  handsome  and 
convenient  office  desks  where  the  classes  in  arithmetic,, 
bookkeeping,  and  stenography  do  their  work. 

The  second  floor  is  like  the  first,  with  a class-room 
for  the  Seniors  and  a room  at  present  used  for  drawing. 
Both  the  Senior  and  Junior  class-rooms  contain  forty- 
eight  desks  of  an  adjustable  pattern. 

The  third  floor  is  divided  into  commodious  chemical 
and  physical  laboratories,  with  dark  room,  store  rooms, 
ventilating  hood,  and  cabinets  for  apparatus.  Here  are 
excellent  tables  for  pupils’  experimental  work  in  chem- 
istry and  physics,  and  also  seating  arrangements  for 
lecture  and  recitation  work. 

The  new  rooms  are  heated  and  ventilated  by  two 
powerful  hot  air  furnaces,  aided  by  an  auxiliary  steam 
boiler  which  heats  the  corridors  also. 

An  electric  program  clock  has  been  installed.  This 
master  clock  controls  eight  smaller  clocks  placed  in  the 
various  rooms  and  rings  the  bells  for  ^hanging  classes, 
insuring  uniformity  of  time  throughout  the  building,  and 
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a regularity  and  exactness  in  the  handling  of  classes 
which  could  be  obtained  in  no  other  way. 

Our  new  rooms,  already  attractive,  will  be  made 
much  more  so  when  some  good  pictures  and  cas-ts  can 
be  placed  on  the  walls. 

To  Major  Everett  S.  Horton  we  are  indebted  for  a 
framed  reproduction  of  the  Magna  Charta  received  dur- 
ing the  year;  and  to  the  Richardson  School  Fund,  for  a 
number  of  reference  books.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  SANFORD 
STREET  SCHOOL. 

Mr.  William  P.  Kelly,  Superintendent  of  Schools : — 

I submit  the  following  report  as  to  the  conditions 
and  needs  of  the  Sanford  Street  School. 

I am  glad  to  report  that  the  school  is  in  much  better 
condition  than  it  was  last  year.  Very  few  scholars  are 
reported  to  the  Principal  for  discipline,  and  cases  of 
corporal  punishment  are  gratifyingly  rare.  I say  grati- 
fyingly,  because  I believe  the  teacher  who  can  keep  a 
room  in  good  order  without  resorting  to  corporal  punish- 
ment, is,  other  things  being  equal,  better  than  the  one 
who  cannot.  Still  there  are  in  all  schools  certain 
scholars  to  whom  nothing  seems  to  appeal  so  strongly  as 
physical  suffering  and  the  sense  of  shame  connected  with 
it,  and  for  them,  as  a measure  of  last  resort,  corporal 
punishment  is  reserved. 
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The  most  important  change  of  the  year,  apart  from’ 
those  taking  place  among  the  teachers,  is  the  dropping 
of  the  ninth  grade.  Pupils  who  now  fail  of  promotion 
to  the  High  School,  spend  as  much  of  another  year  as 
is  necessary  in  repeating  the  work  of  the  eighth  grade. 
Whatever  time  remains,  if  any,  after  this  is  completed, 
is  to  be  spent  on  work  directly  preparatory  to  High 
School  work,  such  as  elementary  algebra  and  geometry 
connected  with  arithmetic,  English  grammar  with 
especial  reference  to  the  study  of  Latin,  more  reading 
from  American  authors,  and  more  work  in  composition. 

The  only  other  change  to  be  mentioned  is  the  return 
to  the  old-fashioned  out-door  recess.  This  change  was 
welcomed  alike  by  teachers  and  scholars.  While  the 
recess  brings  with  it  troubles  of  its  own,  such  as  rough 
play,  annoyance  of  young  children  by  the  older  ones, 
etc. — difficulties  which  can  be  overcome  only  by  the 
careful  supervision  of  the  playground  by  the  teacher 
—yet  the  benefits  derived  from  it  seem  to  me  sufficiently 
great  to  more  than  compensate  for  the  accompanying 
evils. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Civic  Improvement 
League,  the  grammar  school  was  given  an  opportunity 
to  attend  an  illustrated  talk  on  “The  Children’s  Part  in 
Public  Improvements,”  by  Prof.  E.  G.  Routzahn  of  Chi- 
cago. The  scholars  listened  with  a good  deal  of  interest 
and  have  begun  enthusiastically  to  put  some  of  the 
ideas  into  practice  by  continuing  to  improve  the  appear- 
ance of  the  school  yard.  Two  plots  for  shrubbery  have 
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already  been  prepared  by  the  boys,  and  plans  for  further 
improvement  will  be  carried  out  in  the  spring. 

As  a result  of  the  art  exhibit  held  in  December 
several  pictures  named  in  the  Appendix  have  been  pur- 
chased. The  school  has  also  been  enriched  by  the 
Winged  Victory  of  Samothrace,  presented  by  the  class 
of  1903.  I wish  to  express  the  thanks  of  the  school  to 
Mr.  J.  L.  Sweet  for  his  generous  gift  to  the  school  of 
Willard’s  “Spirit  of  ’76.”  The  scholars  will  certainly 
catch  from  this  picture  something  of  that  patriotic  spirit 
which  prompted  the  donor  in  making  the  gift. 

For  the  past  year  considerable  attention  has  been 
given  to  fire  drills.  We  average  in  good  weather  two 
fire  drills  a month.  At  the  stroke  of  the  gong  the  pupils 
pass  out  quickly,  orderly,  quietly,  with  or  without  their 
wraps  according  to  the  signal,  and  form  a line  in  the 
yard.  Although  no  attempt  has  ever  been  made  for  a 
record,  it  has  frequently  happened  when  the  pupils 
descend  by  the  regular  stairways  that  every  one  of  the 
five  hundred  and  more  children  has  been  in  his  place  in 
the  yard  in  one  and  a half  minutes.  Considering  the 
number  of  scholars,  I regard  this  as  highly  satisfactory. 
If  we  use  the  fire  escape  at  the  back  of  the  middle  build- 
ing it  takes  considerably  longer  for  the  last  scholar  to 
come  down. 

In  closing,  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Superintendent  for  his  helpful  advice  and  counsel,  and 
to  the  teachers  for  the  kindly  manner  in  which  they 
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have  received  my  suggestions  and  for  the  sympathetic 
spirit  in  which  they  have  carried  out  my  ideas.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 

RICHARDSON  SCHOOL. 

Mr.  William  P.  Kelly,  Superintedent  of  Schools: — 

It  has  been  our  aim  during  the  year  to  strengthen 
the  bond  of  sympathy  existing  between  the  parents  and 
ourselves.  With  this  thought  in  mind,  a very  large  per 
cent,  of  the  homes  represented  in  our  school,  have  been 
visited  by  the  teachers.  It  has  also  been  our  pleasure 
to  meet  over  two  hundred  of  the  parents  in  our  various 
rooms.  We  trust  that  the  parents  will  continue  to  show 
their  interest  in  the  children’s  work  by  visiting  the 
school,  by  keeping  themselves  informed  in  regard  to 
methods  of  instruction  and  discipline,  and  by  consulting 
the  teachers  and  Principals  about  individuals. 

Convinced  that  the  most  satisfactory  results  can  be 
obtained  only  when  our  demands  upon  the  child  are  in 
proportion  to  his  mental  ability,  we  are  laboring  to  place 
each  pupil  in  the  grade  best  adapted  to  his  needs.  This, 
requires  the  closest  watchfulness  on  the  part  of  the 
teacher  and  frequent  re-grading.  It  is  a source  of  regret 
that  parents  seem  so  anxious  to  place  their  children  in 
school  at  the  earliest  possible  age.  Many  of  the  pupils 
in  our  first  grade  at  present  have  minds  developed  suffi-

ciently  for  kindergarten  work  only.  Such  pupils  are  not 
able  to  retain  the  subject  matter  taught,  if  indeed  they 
grasp  it  at  all. 

We  all  believe  that  the  child  is  uplifted  who  lives 
from  day  to  day  in  the  atmosphere  of  the  Beautiful  and 
True  as  expressed  by  certain  works  of  Art.  It  is  our 
desire  to  place  before  the  eyes  of  our  pupils  copies  of  the 
best  productions  which  Art  has  given  us.  Early  in  the 
year  an  exhibit  of  pictures  was  placed  in  our  corridor 
hy  the  Tilden-Thurber  Company  of  Providence.  Owing 
to  the  interest  of  the  children,  the  warm  support  of  their 
friends,  and  the  tireless  efforts  of  the  teachers,  a sum  of 
nearly  $200.00  was  realized.  This,  with  a smaller  amount 
obtained  from  the  Turner  Art  Exhibit  of  recent  date, 
was  sufficient  to  place  in  our  building  ten  pictures,  and  a 
piece  of  sculpture.  The  finest  of  these  is  a hand-colored 
photograph  of  Alma  Tadema’s  ‘‘Reading  Homer”  and  a 
very  large  copy  of  Thayer's  Caritas. 

A gift  of  nearly  sixty  books  from  the  Richardson 
Fund,  which  we  gratefully  acknowledge,  has  made  it 
possible  for  us  to  delight  our  classes  with  many  good 
things  in  literature  which  would  otherwise  be  withheld. 
The  school  is  also  glad  to  thank  its  friend,  Mr.  E.  D. 
Guild,  for  a photograph  of  the  Memorial  M onument 
recently  erected  at  Andersonville,  Georgia,  by  the  State 
of  Massachusetts. 

When  we  consider  the  teacher,  we  touch  the  heart 
cf  the  school.  Before  reaping  the  greatest  success,  she 
must  have  mastered  the  art  of  teaching  and  be  able  to 
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control  easily,  effectively  and  without  friction,  while  at 
the  same  time  there  must  be  a rare  degree  of  devotion 
and  zeal  for  the  work.  The  value  of  such  service  cannot 
be  adequately  estimated  but  it  is  for  such  an  ideal  that 
we  are  striving.  I should  do  the  teachers  associated 
with  me  an  injustice  if  I failed  to  remind  the  Committee 
and  the  community,  in  which  it  is  my  privilege  to  serve,, 
that  to  a large  degree  such  service  is  being  rendered. 

I wish  to  thank  you  for  your  counsel,  given  cheer- 
fully at  all  times,  and  the  Committee  for  their  loyal- 
support.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC. 

Mr.  William  P.  Kelly,  Superintendent  of  Schools : — 

Good  tone  and  intelligent  thinking,  the  principal 
elements  of  good  public  school  singing,  have  been 
emphasized  during  the  past  year,  and  the  results  are 
proving  a source  of  great  enjoyment  to  teachers  and 
pupils  alike. 

Ear  training  by  means  of  systematic  dictation  has 
been  introduced  in  the  first  four  grades.  The  training 
of  the  ear  leads  to  more  genuine  appreciation  of  musical 
effect  and  as  the  pupil  learns  musical  notation,  he  gains 
the  power  to  write  simple  melodies  sung  or  played  by 
the  teacher.  It  has  been  found  that  those  who  learn  to 
listen  and  write  become  the  most  accurate  readers,  and 
invariably  develop  their  memory  for  musical  thoughts. 
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In  the  fifth,  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  grades  this 
work  is  developed  into  melody  writing.  This  idea  of 
inventing  melodies  is  proving  most  attractive,  and  is 
giving  increased  familiarity  with  music  symbols.  It  has 
also  solved  the  problem  of  individual  singing,  for  I find 
that  the  pupils  take  unusual  interest  in  their  own  com- 
positions, and  are  often  eager  to  sing  them. 

This  is  only  the  beginning  of  individual  recitaion 
in  music.  Just  how  far  this  can  be  carried  with  the  short 
time  given  to  music  is  one  of  the  problems  before  us. 
Until  educators  see  a real  educational  value  in  music 
we  must  confine  ourselves  to  getting  the  masses  to  sing, 
and  to  make  them  love  it.  If  the  school  can  create  a 
musical  atmosphere  in  the  town  and  a musical  environ- 
ment in  the  home,  it  is  laying  the  foundations  for  greater 
things  in  the  future. 

To  have  every  song  finally  rendered  in  an  artistic 
manner  should  be  the  aim  of  every  class.  To  this  end  I 
recommended  last  year  that  a small  portable  organ  be 
purchased.  This  would  give  the  desired  accompaniment 
to  the  song  and  would  prove  of  inestimable  value  in  my 
work.  The  organs  which  were  kindly  loaned  us  are  in 
use  in  only  one  room  of  the  building  and  cannot  con- 
veniently be  moved.  With  one  portable  organ  in  the 
Richardson  School  eight  classes  would  have  the  enjoy- 
ment of  a finished  performance  when  now  only  one  has 
that  privilege. 

The  work  of  the  High  School  chorus  last  year  cul- 
minated in  a performance  at  Commencement  of  the 
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Cantata  of  “Ruth”  by  A.  R.  Gaul.  It  is  a noteworthy 
fact  that  the  entire  work  was  rendered  without  the 
assistance  of  any  outside  talent.  The  High  School  is 
continuing  chorus  work  and  sight  reading  this  year,  and 
is  now  studying  “The  Building  of  The  Ship”  a cantata  by 
A.  Lahee. 

In  my  last  report  I spoke  of  the  action  of 
Harvard  University  in  putting  music  among  the 
elective  studies  for  admission  to  college,  making 
it  count  four  points  out  of  twenty-six,  and  rank- 
ing it  as  a substitute  for  any  of  the  branches 
in  mathematics,  languages,  etc.  This  has  had 
the  effect  of  unifying  the  work  of  the  directors  of  public 
school  music  throughout  the  country  and  has  done  much 
to  strengthen  the  conviction  that  Americans,  inasmuch 
as  they  are  developing  genius  and  inventive  power  in  all 
the  arts,  should  receive  from  the  hands  of  the  educational 
institutions  that  training  in  music  that  must  be  the 
fundamental  knowledge  of  all  who  are  to  make  the 
profession  of  music  their  life-work.  This  action  is  a 
notice  to  all  who  approach  the  subject  of  music  in  the 
elementary  schools  that  it  is  more  than  a mere  recreation 
or  pleasant  diversion,  and  that  it  must  consist  of  some- 
thing more  than  mere  song  singing.  It  announces  so 
clearly  that  all  will  understand  it,  that  music  in  school 
is  for  study,  that  it  is  a means  of  mental  and  ethical 
development,  and  that  as  such  it  ranks  with  any  study  in 
the  course. 

A committee  consisting  of  the  prominent  directors 
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of  music  in  Boston  and  vicinity  is  now  arranging  a 
course  of  study  for  High  Schools,  which  it  is  hoped  will 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  University.  It  is  expected, 
that  the  report  of  this  committee  will  be  issued  in  a few* 
weeks. 

Before  closing  this  report  it  might  be  of  interest  to 
knew  that  we  have  organized  a High  School  orchestra 
which  meets  once  a week  for  the  study  of  orchestral 
music.  It  assists  occasionally  at  the  regular  music 
lesson  to  the  great  pleasure  and  benefit  of  the  whole 
school.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING. 

Mr.  William  P.  Kelly,  Superintendent  of  Schools : — 

The  fall  work  in  drawing  was  begun  by  studying 
fruits,  grasses,  sprays  cf  leaves,  and  plants,  using  as 
mediums  brush  and  ink,  water  colors,  lead  and  colored 
pencils.  (Figs.  8 and  9.) 

In  the  lower  grades  much  work  in  blackboard  draw- 
ing and  in  paper  cutting  of  fruit,  animal,  and  vegetable 
forms  was  given ; in  the  grammar  grades  particular 
emphasis  was  placed  on  the  arrangement  of  plant  forms 
within  given  spaces  carrying  out  the  principles  of  variety, 
unity,  and  harmony.  From  the  plant  forms  studied, 
sheets  of  units  were  made  which  were  afterward  used 
for  motives  in  surface  designs.  (Fig.  2.) 

During  the  months  of  October  and  November  the  - 
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study  of  color  was  taken  up  and  the  pupils  were  carefully 
drilled  in  the  recognition  and  application  of  standards, 
tints,  shades,  hues,  and  color  harmonies.  This  subject 
was  also  taken  up  in  connection  with  the  Christmas 
work. 

Particular  attention  was  given  in  the  Grammar 
grades  to  landscape  composition,  not  with  the  expecta- 
tion of  making  landscape  painters,  but  to  give  the  boys 
and  girls  a knowledge  of  the  principles  of  good  pictorial 
composition — space  relations,  centre  of  interest,  grouping 
of  objects,  etc.  (Fig.  5.)  An  application  of  the  pupils’ 
knowledge  of  this  subject  was  made  later  when  original 
Thanksgiving  stories  were  written,  illustrated,  dedicated, 
and  bound  within  covers  designed  and  colored  by  the 
pupils.  This  work  was  beneficial  as  it  required  careful 
thought  and  execution  on  the  part  of  the  pupils.  It  was 
taken  up  with  great  enthusiasm  by  the  boys  and  girls 
because  they  felt  they  were  going  to  achieve  something 
useful  by  their  efforts,  “That  is  the  best  motive  in  all 
education — the  joy  of  achievement.”  The  benefit  derived 
from  the  landscape  composition  work  was  realized 
during  the  exhibition  of  pictures  by  the  Turner 
Company,  when  the  boys  and  girls  were  seen  standing  in 
groups  discussing  the  merits  of  the  pictures  basing  their 
judgment  upon  their  knowledge  of  pictorial  composition 
gained  in  the  school-room. 

The  illustration  of  familiar  fables,  stories,  and  verses 
was  taken  up  in  the  primary  grades.  Some  of  the  sub- 
jects chosen  were  Little  Red  Ridinghood,  Silverhair  and 
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the  Three  Bears,  Little  Boy  Blue,  The  Old  Man  and  The 
Pot  of  Gold,  Pilgrims  Going  to  Church,  The  Mayflower, 
The  Wise  Men  and  the  Camels.  These  were  illustrated 
by  paper  cutting,  brush  and  ink,  and  color  work.  This 
work  was  valuable  not  only  because  it  trained  the 
imagination  but  because  it  helped  the  children  to  express 
their  ideas  better  in  terms  of  form  and  color.  (Figs.  3,. 
4,  6,  and  10.) 

Much  emphasis  was  placed  on  constructive  work 
during  December  and  January.  In  the  lower  grades, 
spectacle  wipers,  book  marks,  penwipers,  match  scratch- 
es, needle  books,  stamp  books,  boxes  of  various  shapes,, 
blotters,  and  paper  shaving  books  were  made. 

In  the  fourth  and  fifth  grades  jewel  boxes,  napkin 
rings,  picture  frames,  little  tubs,  and  mats,  were  made 
from  raffia,  while  boxes,  broom  holders  and  wall  pockets 
were  made  from  heavy  paper. 

The  pupils  of  the  grammar  grades  made  designs  for 
escutcheons,  match  scratchers,  hinges,  pencil  sharpeners. 
They  also  made  working  drawings  of  the  type  solids, 
sleds,  and  bird  houses.  Many  of  the  objects  named 
above  have  been  made  from  wood,  the  pupils  cutting 
and  sawing  them  out  at  home. 

In  this  department  of  work  particularly  I have  en- 
deavored to  train  the  pupils  in  attentive  listening,  careful 
interpretation,  and  neat  manipulation.  This  subject  of 
design  is  a most  important  factor  of  art  education  since 
its  aim  is  to  combine  the  useful  and  the  beautiful,  or  to 
make  the  common-place  things  beautiful  through  the. 
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recognition  of  the  principles  of  beauty.  We  are  no  longer 
satisfied  with  the  inconsistent,  ugly,  dishonest  things 
that  pleased  our  ancestors ; the  demand  is  growing  for 
simpler  things  which  are  more  beautiful,  and  things 
which  are  honest  and  true.  Manufacturers  and  trades- 
men necessarily  respond  to  the  demands  of  the  people 
and  with  the  higher  ideals  of  a more  discerning  gener- 
ation, better  work  will  be  done,  better  work  paid  for,  and 
be-tter  things  made  and  sold. 

On  account  of  the  delay  in  receiving  the  furniture, 
the  High  School  work  did  not  begin  until  the  first  of 
November.  The  Freshmen  freehand  class  has  taken  up 
decorative  arrangement  of  plant  forms  in  color,  book 
cover  and  surface  designs,  and  will  soon  begin  on  pose 
and  group  drawing  in  pencil  and  color.  (Figs,  i and  7.) 

The  advanced  freehand  class  has  worked  from 
groups  with  pencil  and  charcoal.  They  have  done  little 
in  design  with  brush  and  ink  and  will  soon  take  up  char- 
coal drawing  from  life  and  cast. 

The  subjects  taught  in  the  mechanical  classes 
are  Geometric  Problems,  Working  Drawings,  Develop- 
ments, Shadows,  Machine  Sketching  and  Drawing, 
Orthographic  Projection  Sections,  Intersections,  and 
Building  Construction. 

Throughout  all  my  art  instruction  I have  aimed  to 
lead  the  pupils  to  think  for  themselves^  to  work  in  a self 
dependent  way,  to  acquire  the  habit  of  patient  steady 
application — the  habit  of  overcoming  technical  diffi- 
culties through  exercise  and  practice.
